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INTRODUCTION. 

"In  places  wherein  thriving  manufactories  have  erected  themselves,  land 
has  been  observed  to  sell  quicker  and  for  more  years  purchase  than  in  other 
places." — Locke. 

The  present  volume  is  the  second  revision  and  third  issue  of 
the  Industrial  Directory  of  New  Jersey,  the  series  covering  to- 
gether a  period  of  eight  years  since  the  publication  of  the  first 
edition.  That  the  book  has  gone  far  toward  supplying  a  long- 
standing want  seems  to  be  reasonably  proven  by  the  fact  that 
notwithstanding  the  greatest  care  was  exercised  to  limit  its  dis- 
tribution to  such  persons  only  as  desired  to  consult  it  for  serious 
business  purposes,  the  preceding  editions,  consisting  of  five  thous- 
and copies  each,  were  practically  exhausted  within  one  year  after 
publication. 

The  purpose  of  the  Directory  is  to  assist  the  industrial,  com- 
mercial, agricultural  and  social  development  of  the  entire  State 
and  its  component  communities  by  giving  their  joint  and  several 
advantages  the  widest  possible  publicity.  Adam  Smith,  in  his 
treatise  on  the  "Division  of  Labor,"  has  truly  said  that  "the  most 
opulent  nations  generally  excel  all  their  neighbors  in  agriculture 
as  well  as  manufacture,  but  they  are  eminently  more  distin- 
guished by  their  superiority  in  the  latter  than  in  the  former."  It 
seems  apparent,  therefore,  that  in  the  struggle  for  "opulence," 
on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  great  economist,  the  State  or 
Nation  having  the  greatest  natural  advantages  will  surely  surpass 
the  less  favored  ones,  provided  proper  measures  are  taken  through 
which  a  knowledge  of  just  what  it  has  to  offer  shall  be  placed 
within  reach  of  all  who  desire  information  on  the  subject. 

The  Industrial  Directory  was  planned  to  perform  this  service 
for  New  Jersey,  and  the  very  marked  progress  of  recent  years 
in  population,  manufacturing  industry,  agriculture  and  commerce, 
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seems  to  indicate  that  such  a  publication  was  needed,  and  that  this 
one  has  gone  far  toward  supplying  the  want.  Before  the  first 
edition  of  the  Directory  was  issued,  the  active  business  world 
knew  but  little  relating  to  the  hundreds  of  minor  communities  in 
the  State,  and  the  valuable  industrial  opportunities  to  be  found 
among  them ;  but  the  industrialist,  the  agriculturalist,  the  mer- 
chant and  the  home-seeker,  desirous  of  investigating  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  New  Jersey  for  their  several  purposes,  have 
since  then,  with  its  assistance,  been  enabled  to  do  so  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner. 

In  compiling  the  Directory  the  sole  purpose  has  been  to  pre- 
sent a  truthful  statement  of  industrial  conditions — actual  and 
potential — in  the  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  the  State,  giving 
at  the  same  time  an  outline  description  of  each  community  suffi- 
cient in  scope  for  an  introductory  reference,  and  pointing  the  way 
by  which,  if  desired,  more  detailed  information  could  be  se- 
cured. 

The  list  of  cities,  towns  and  villages  includes  all  having  a 
population  of  one  hundred  and  over ;  these  appear  in  alphabetical 
order,  followed  by  a  descriptive  note  giving  railroad  connections, 
population,  banking  facilities,  manufacturing  plants — if  any- — 
agricultural  interests,  facilities  for  water  power,  church  and 
school  accommodations,  together  with  many  other  details  of  in- 
terest relating  to  each  place.  Where  special  inducements  are 
offered  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  manufacturing  industry, 
the  character  of  such  concessions  is  fully  explained  and  the  names 
of  one  or  more  residents  who  are  ready  on  request  to  furnish 
further  information  are  given  for — with  comparatively  few  ex- 
ceptions— all  the  towns. 

An  examination  of  these  notes  will  show  hundreds  of  places 
in  the  State  having  populations  large  enough  to  furnish  a  fair 
supply  of  labor,  enjoying  fine  climatic  conditions  and  the  best 
of  transportation  facilities  to  the  great  industrial  and  commer- 
cial centers  of  the  country.  Some  of  these  towns  are  situated  on 
navigable  rivers  and  have  the  advantage  of  water  and  rail  routes 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight.  Many  others 
are  on  streams  of  smaller  size,  from  which  valuable  water  power 
may  be  developed. 
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Iii  by  far  the  largest  number  of  towns  there  is  a  most  eager 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants  for  labor-employing  indus- 
tries which  would  serve  to  put  money  in  circulation,  stimulate 
improvements  and  furnish  work  for  young  people  who,  in  the 
absence  of  such  opportunities,  must — to  avoid  idling  away  what 
should  be  the  most  productive  years  of  life — sever  domestic  ties 
by  going  far  from  home  in  search  of  employment.  The  Indus- 
trial Directory  affords  all  such  communities  an  opportunity  of 
speaking  for  themselves  and  laying  before  the  public  through  the 
medium  of  its  pages  a  statement  of  their  several  claims  to  the 
consideration  of  those  in  search  of  satisfactory  locations  for  in- 
dustrial or  home  purposes.  The  descriptive  notes  containing  this 
information  were  written  from  statements  furnished  by  the  best 
local  authority,  and  are  therefore  reliable  in  every  essential  re- 
spect. 

Following  the  exposition  of  community  advantages  and  con- 
ditions will  be  found  a  complete  list  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  New  Jersey,  under  an  alphabetical  classification  which 
indicates  the  character  of  the  goods  made  and  the  factory  or 
office  address — street,  town  and  county  of  each.  The  material 
for  this  general  index  to  manufactures  was  drawn  from  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Bureau,  supplemented  by  a  thorough  canvass  of  all 
the  industrial  plants  in  the  State,  through  which  the  information 
relating  to  each  establishment  included  in  the  manufacturers'  in- 
dex was  obtained. 

The  first  and  second  editions  of  the  Industrial  Directory  were 
published  respectively  in  190 1  and  1906;  the  present  volume  bears 
the  date  1909,  but  the  dates  relates  to  the  year  1908,  and  here- 
after the  book  will,  after  thorough  revision,  be  published  every 
third  year  unless  public  interests  should  seem  to  require  and  the 
means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bureau  shall  permit  its  being  issued 
at  briefer  intervals. 

The  "Index  to  Industrial  Opportunities,"  which  follows  the 
matter  relating  to  the  trunk  line  railroads  in  the  front  of  the 
book,  will  enable  the  investigator  to  find  readily  such  places  as 
offer  the  advantages  in  which  he  may  be  most  interested. 

In  the  immense  amount  of  preparatory  work  incidental  to  the 
compilation  of  the  Directory  most  valuable  assistance  was  ren- 
dered by  boards  of  trade,  postmasters,  officials  of  cities,  towns 
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and  villages,  and  also  by  the  manufacturers  who  operate  the 
thousands  of  industrial  establishments  throughout  the  State, 
which  are  the  real  basis  of  our  collective  and  individual  prosperity. 
To  all  these  public  spirited  gentlemen,  officials,  firms  and  cor- 
porations, the  Bureau  hereby  tenders  its  thanks  for  valuable  aid 
most  courteously  rendered.

Explanations 


Inducements  to  Manufacturers. 

The  cities,  towns  and  villages  named  in  this  volume  may,  with  only  a 
few  exceptions,  be  regarded  as  ready  to  welcome  the  establishment  of  manu- 
facturing plants  and  willing  to  favor  such  enterprises  so  far  as  their  vary- 
ing local  circumstances  may  permit.  The  places  in  which  factory  industries 
are  not  desired  are  limited  to  a  small  number  of  select  residential  communi- 
ties, in  which  business  men  of  the  large  cities  make  their  permanent  homes, 
and  to  a  number  of  the  coast  and  inland  summer  resorts. 

To  Obtain  Information. 

Inquiries  relating  to  industrial  or  other  matters  should  be  addressed  to 
one  or  another  of  the  persons  whose  names  appear  in  the  descriptive  note 
of  the  community  about  which  further  information  may  be  desired.  Where 
no  such  references  are  given,  inquiries  should  be  addressed  to  the  local  post- 
master, who,  if  not  himself  in  a  position  to  give  the  desired  information, 
may  generally  be  depended  upon  to  refer  correspondents  to  some  one  in 
the  community  who  can  and  will  do  so. 

Tax  Rates  and  Values  of  Taxable  Property. 

Valuations  and  tax  rates  given  for  each  city,  town  and  village  are  those 
for  1908 — the  latest  available — and  not  therefore  applicable  to  succeeding 
years.'  Property  values  in  all  communities  are  almost  certain  to  increase 
from  year  to  year,  while  tax  rates  vary  according  to  the  exigencies  of  local 
governmental  requirements.  The  figures,  however,  while  correct  for  only 
one  out  of  the  three  years  covered  by  this  issue  of  the  Directory,  were  in- 
corporated in  the  descriptive  notes  as  furnishing  a  species  of  information 
which  most  people  contemplating  becoming  part  of  any  community  would 
most  naturally  desire  to  have.  In  taxation  matters  every  indulgence  per- 
mitted by  law  is  accorded  to  manufacturing  plants. 

Population. 

The  figures  relating  to  population  are  given  on  the  most  reliable  local 
authority  for  each  place.  There  may  be,  and  probably  are,  a  few  instances 
where  a  town  or  village  bearing  the  same  name  as  the  township  in  which 
it  is  situated  has  been  mistakenly  credited  with  the  population  of  the  larger 
division  instead  of  its  own,  but  errors  of  that  kind,  if  they  occur  at  all,  are 
very  few  in  number  and  do  not  impair  the  general  accuracy  of  the  descrip- 
tive notes  in  which  they  may  occur. 
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Industrial  Opportunities 

The  cities,  towns  and  villages  offering  special  opportunities  and  induce- 
ments to  manufacturing  industry  will  be  found  under  the  title  "Industrial 
Opportunities,"  grouped  in  alphabetical  order  under  appropriate  sub-headings. 
Through  the  page  number,  which  is  given  in  each  instance,  full  particulars 
may  be  learned  by  consulting  the  note  relating  to  the  town. 

Index  to  Manufactured  Goods,  and  Manufacturers. 

To  find  the  name  and  address  of  any  particular  individual,  firm  or  cor- 
poration engaged  in  manufacturing  industry  in  New  Jersey,  look  for  the 
proper  trade  name  or  designation  of  the  goods  which  it  produces  in  the 
alphabetical  list  of  industry  products.  If  operating  in  this  State,  the  name 
of  the  goods  and  also  the  title  and  address  of  the  firm  making  them  will 
be  found  there  together.

(franklin  township.)

Asbury  Park  is  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  favored  of  the  famous 
summer  resorts  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  line  of  the  United  States,  and  is 
the  Mecca  for  many  thousands  of  people  who  go  there  during  the  summer 
months  for  its  fine  bathing  and  healthful  ocean  breezes. 

In  and  about  the  town  there  are  seven  public  and  three  private  schools, 
ranging  in  grade  from  kindergarten  to  high  school,  which  provides  ample 
educational  opportunities  for  the  children  of  the  town,  and  for  those  who 
reside  in  the  adjoining  communities.  Manual  training  is,  in  the  higher  grades, 
a  regularly  established  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Two  daily  newspapers — "The  Journal,"  which  also  prints  a  weekly  edition  ; 
the  "Evening  Press,"  which  appears  only  during  the  months  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September,  and  one  weekly,  "The  Shore  Press" — are  published  in

Atco  is  in  every  respect  a  progressive  community.  Included  in  its  limits 
for  the  purposes  of  this  article  are  the  nearby  settlements  of  Londen  and 
Roseville,  both  of  which  are  outgrowths  of  the  main  town,  and  their  inhab- 
itants—400  and  350  respectively— merged  with  its  population  of  1,625,  as 
given  above.

Athenia  is  situated  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  Passaic  River; 
there  is  one  excellently  conducted  public  school— fifth  grade— and  four 
teachers  There  are  no  sewers  in  the  place,  but  the  natural  drainage  is  said 
to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  driven  wells,  the 
flow  of  which  is  forced  into  elevated  tanks  by  engines  and  windmills.  There 
is  no  organized  fire  protection. 

Public  sentiment  is  favorable  to  manufacturing  industry,  and  parties  con- 
templating starting  a  factory  would  receive  generous  treatment  in  the  matter 
of  land  for  factory  building  purposes.  Any  form  of  legitimate  industry 
would  be  welcomed.  There  are  upwards  of  100  acres  of  land  situated  be- 
tween the  two  railroads,  and  admirably  adapted  to  factory  purposes,  out  of 
which  plots  of  any  size  desired  may  be  purchased  at  very  moderate  prices.

Atlantic  City  is  probably  the  best  known  and  most  widely  popular  healtn 
and  pleasure  resort  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  of  the  United  States.  Surrounded 
by  water  on  all  sides — the  Atlantic  Ocean,  Absecon  Inlet  and  Beach  Thoro- 
fare — the  ocean  breezes  which  never  fail,  makes  the  temperature  delightfully 
cool  and  bracing  in  summer,  while  the  natural  warmth  of  the  Gulf  Stream 
flowing  northward  at  a  distance  of  only  four  miles  off  shore,  raises  the  tem- 
perature during  the  winter  months  to  a  degree  which  makes  life  in  the  city 
comfortable  and  enjoyable  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  These  climatic  condi- 
tions have,  together  with  its  other  remarkable  advantages  of  environment, 
established  the  reputation  of  Atlantic  City  as  a  desirable  place  of  residence 
for  those  in  search  of  health  or  pleasure. 

Atlantic  City  has  a  school  system  equal  to  that  of  any  community  in  the 
country  of  even  much  larger  size.  There  are  ten  first  class  public  and  three 
private  schools,  covering  all  grades,  which  furnish  ample  educational  facilities 
for  the  children  of  the  resident  population  and  for  those  of  nearby  towns.

The  city  is  entirely  a  health  and  pleasure  resort,  and  providing  for 
the  safety,  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  multitude  of  visitors  who  make 
their  homes  there  for  some  part  of  the  year  is  its  only  industry.

The  town  of  Atlantic  Highlands  is  provided  with  both  a  sewer  system 
and  water  works,  and  has  also  an  electric  and  a  gas  lighting  plant.  Situated 
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on  a  range  of  hills.,  said  to  be  the  highest  elevation  on  the  coast  from  Maine 
to  Florida,  clear  and  unobstructed  views  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  Raritan 
Bay  and  New  York  Harbor,  may  be  had  from  almost  any  part  of  the  town. 
Owing  to  its  splendid  location,  Atlantic  Highlands  is  a  specially  favored 
place  for  those  who  desire  to  spend  vacations  or  single  holidays,  where 
the  health  giving  and  stimulating  breezes  of  the  ocean,  together  with  the 
view  of  the  water,  and  continuous  but  ever  changing  panorama  of  ships 
sailing  to  or  from  New  York— the  marine  gateway  of  our  continent— can 
be  most  advantageously  enjoyed.  The  town  is  therefore  a  deservedly  favorite 
location  for  summer  homes,  and  a  very  popular  resort  for  excursionists  from 
the  large  cities  and  towns. 

There  is  a  fine  casino  on  the  bluff,  in  which  two  concerts  are  given  daily 
during  the  summer  months  The  drives  and  walks  about  the  town  and 
along  the  hillsides  are  extensive  and  beautiful,  and  two  docks  extending 
a  half  mile  into  the  waters  of  Sandy  Hook  Bay  insure  an  easy  and  safe 
landing  for  the  largest  boats,  and  a  bulkhead  specially  constructed  for  the 
purpose  affords  protection  to  the  many  yachts  that  anchor  off  the  town  over 
night. 

Besides  the  local  bank,  Atlantic  Highlands  has  a  building  and  loan  associa- 
tion, one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  with  4,500  shares  in  force;  a  new  series 
commences  each  year,  and  the  value  of  its  assets  as  shown  by  its  latest 
report  is  $280,030.37. 

There  are  six  fine  churches— two  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  and  one 
each  for  the  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Catholics,  and  colored  Methodists. 
The  city  has  one  public  school,  which  includes  all  the  grades  from  kinder- 
garten upward  to  High  School. 

Fire  protection  is  furnished  by  a  volunteer  department  of  high  efficiency, 
composed  of  one  hook  and  ladder,  and  two  hose  companies. 

Lodges  of  the  following  fraternal  organizations  are  to  be  found  here : 
Masons,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Royal  Arcanum  and  Modern  Woodman  of  America. 
The  business  interests  of  Atlantic  Highlands  are  watched  over  by  a  Board 
of  Trade,  and  William  H.  Posten,  the  President  of  that  body,  will  answer 
any  inquiries  addressed  to  him  relating  to  its  affairs. 


Auburn  (D  8),  Salem  County. 

(oilman  township.)

The  village  is  situated  on  Oldman's  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Delaware 
River,  which,  having  an  average  depth  of  six  feet,  is  .navigable  for  the  light 
draught  market  boats  that  are  used  from  Philadelphia,  Wilmington,  Chester, 
and  other  Delaware  River  towns. 

There  are  two  public  schools— first  and  second  grade— in  which  manual 
training  is  part  of  the  curriculum,  and  one  church  belonging  to  the  Methodist 
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denomination.  There  is  no  sewer  system,  and  the  water  supply  is  derived 
from  wells.    A  well  organized  "bucket  brigade"  furnishes  fire  protection. 

Outside  of  farming,  there  are  no  industries  at  present,  but  public  sentiment 
is  strongly  in  favor  of  having  one  or  more  of  some  kind,  and  would  assist 
them  as  far  as  possible.  Truck  farming  is  carried  on  extensively.  The 
soil  is  good;  tomatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  strawberries  are  the  principal 
products;  these  crops  are  produced  in  large  quantities,  and  a  cannery  would 
find  here  an  unfailing  source  of  supply.

fire  companies  equipped  with  a  truck  and  also  a  chemical  engine. 

The  town  has  no  sewer  system,  and  its  water  supply,  which  is  of  excellent 
quality,  is  derivered  from  wells. 

Popular  sentiment  is  more  favorable  to  building  up  home  sites  than  fac- 
tories, but  nevertheless  a  proposal  to  start  a  manufacturing  enterprise  of 
clean  character  would  receive  consideration  and  possibly  financial  encourage- 
ment; in  the  event  of  satisfactory  industries  being  attracted  to  the  town, 
about  200  men  and  50  women  could  be  depended  upon  to  accept  employment 
in  them. 

The  climate  and  surroundings  of  Audubon  are  healthful  and  attractive;  its 
railroad  facilities  are  satisfactory;  the  population  is  almost  exclusively 
American,  and  the  place  is  in  many  other  respects  a  most  desirable  loca- 
tion for  homes.

(union  township.) 

On  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad; 

A  bank- 
ing town  with  one  bank.  Money  order  post  office,  telegraph  lines  with  local 
and  long  distance  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  Adams  and  United 
States  Companies.

The  town  is  situated  on  Barnegat  Bay,  a  fine  sheet  of  water  extending 
along  the  coast  of  the  county  a  distance  of  thirty  miles,  and  separated  from 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  by  a  narrow  strip  of  sandy  beach  through  which  the 
waters  of  the  ocean  enter  the  bay  at  Barnegat  Inlet,  opposite  the  town,  and 
further  south  at  Xew  Inlet,  which  also  opens  into  Great  South  Bay. 
The  bay,  which  is  navigable  throughout  its  length  and  breadth  by  boats  of 
light  draught,  is  famous  for  its  abundance  of  fine  fish  and  oysters.  The 
waters  are  uncontaminated  by  sewerage  or  other  influences  injurious  to 
marine  life,  and  the  town,  because  of  its  pleasing  environment,  has  been  for 
many  years  one  of  the  most  popular  resorts  on  the  coast  for  those  in  search 
of  pleasure  or  health. 

Barnegat  has  one  large  school  building  employing  six  teachers,  and  the 
course  of  instruction  covers  everything  from  the  primary  to  the  high  school. 
There  are  three  churches— Methodist,  Presbyterian  and  Catholic— and  lodges 
of  the  following  fraternal  orders :  Masons,  Knights  of  Pythias.  American 
Mechanics  and  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of  America.  Fire  protection  is  furnished 
by  one  volunteer  company  equipped  with  a  chemical  engine  and  other 
necessary  apparatus. 

The  townspeople  are  very  much  interested  in  everything  which  promises 
to  promote  the  establishment  of  manufacturing  industry,  and  will  guarantee 
an  ample  supply  of  operatives — men  or  women — for  any  light  and  clean  in- 
dustry, such  as  the  manufacture  of  shirts,  wrappers,  caps,  or  pocketbooks. 
A  silk  throwing  mill  would  find  just  the  right  class  of  workers  here;  in  fact, 
any  light  and  cleanly  form  of  industry  at  which  previous  training  is  not 
indispensable  will  be  welcomed. 
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Very  moderate  rents  is  one  of  the  many  advantages  enjoyed  by  residents 
of  Barnegat,  and  a  comfortable  cottage  surrounded  by  a  garden  large  enough 
to  raise  the  entire  family  supply  of  vegetables  is  within  reach  of  those  who 
receive  even  less  than  one-half  the  weekly  wages  of  a  city  mechanic  or  clerk. 

The  climate  of  Barnegat  is  excellent;  the  balsamic  odors  of  the  pine 
forests  which  are  everywhere  about  the  surrounding  country,  and  the  salt 
breezes  of  the  ocean  form  together  a  combination  that  for  healthful  influ- 
ences is  scarcely  equalled  elsewhere.  All  the  essential  conveniences  of  a  resi- 
dence town  are  found  here;  the  streets  are  lighted  by  electricity,  and  there 
are  good  stores  of  every  description,  and  an  opera  house  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  375.  Two  hotels  furnish  excellent  service  to  transient  patrons  at 
a  very  low  rate  per  day,  which  is  reduced  still  lower  in  favor  of  those  who 
engage  accommodations  by  the  week  or  for  a  longer  time. 

Factory  sites  will  be  given  free  of  cost  to  responsible  parties  who  guarantee 
the  starting  of  an  industry  employing  twenty  or  more  persons.  The  railroad 
facilities  are  first  class;  the  trip  to  New  York  City  on  the  Central  Railroad 
occupies  only  88  minutes,  and  to  Philadelphia,  on  the  Pennsylvania  road,  the 
time  required  is  only  59  minutes.

(long  beach  township.)

It  is  a  deservedly  popular  resort  for  summer  seaside 
dwellers,  and  those  who  enjoy  shore  life  under  the  most  favorable  condi- 
tions find  the  surrounding  waters — bay,  inlet  and  ocean — a  veritable  fisher- 
man's paradise.  There  are  two  large  hotels  with  accommodations  for  250 
guests  each,  and  a  smaller  one  capable  of  housing  50;  rates,  which  run  from

Bayonne  is  a  peninsula  surrounded  by  deep  waters  on  three  sides — New 
York  Bay  on  the  east,  Kill  von  Kull  on  the  south,  and  Newark  Bay  on  the 
west.  These  waters  are  all  deep  close  to  the  shore  line,  and  docks  built  but 
a  short  distance  out  will  accommodate  large  ocean  going  ships.  It  is  within 
sight  of  New  York  City,  and  enjoys  all  the  advantages  inseparable  from  a 
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location  within  easy  reach  of  that  great  center  of  finance,  trade  and  com- 
merce. How  important  are  these  and  other  advantages,  is  shown  by  the  fact

Its  main 
business  thorofare  is  more  than  three  miles  long,  and  approximately  thirty- 
two  (32)  acres  of  land  are  included  in  city  parks.  The  city  has  eleven  (11) 
public  schools — including  one  high  school  and  two  parochial  schools  main- 
tained by  Catholics.  The  church  buildings,  eighteen  in  number,  are  divided 
among  the  denominations  as  follows :  Catholic,  four ;  Episcopal,  three ; 
Baptist,  three;  Methodist,  three;  Dutch  Reformed,  two;  and  German  Re- 
formed, Presbyterian  and  Orthodox  Greek,  one  each. 

Fire  protection  of  the  most  ample  character  is  furnished  by  a  paid  fire 
department  consisting  of  seven  companies,  all  provided  with  the  most  modern 
types  of  fire  fighting  apparatus. 

Bayonne  has  large  areas  of  land  suitable  for  factory  purposes ;  much  of  it 
is  on  or  adjacent  to  the  railroads  from  which  spurs  for  freight  shipping 
purposes  can  be  readily  run.  On  the  water  front  also,  which  extends  nearly 
ten  miles,  factory  sites  of  a  particularly  desirable  kind,  having  the  advantages 
of  transportation  facilities  by  water  and  rail,  may  be  secured  at  specially  low 
prices. 

On  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  there  are  thirty-eight  (38)  way 
trains  daily  between  Bayonne  and  New  York  City,  and  twelve  express  trains, 
which  stop  at  one  station.

Land  situated  near  the  railroads 
may  be  purchased  at  specially  favorable  prices,  value  considered,  and  at 
lower  prices  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

Bloomfield  supports  nine  public  and  three  private  schools.  The  public 
school  buildings  are,  without  exception,  models  of  architectural  beauty,  and 
each  of  them  is  provided  with  a  large  assembly  hall,  an  indoor  play  room, 
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and  fine  outdoor  play  grounds.  Approximately  eighty  teachers,  all  college 
or  normal  school  graduates,  are  employed. 

Bloomfield  has  fourteen  churches,  denominationally  divided  as  follows : 
Presbyterian  and  Baptist,  three  each ;  Catholic,  Methodist  and  Episcopal,  two 
each ;  and  Lutheran  and  Dutch  Reformed,  one  each. 

The  city  has  a  fine  spacious  library  building,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $100,000 
by  a  public  spirited  citizen  who  also  contributed  an  endowment  fund  of 
$50,000  for  its  maintenance.  The  library  contains  upwards  of  eight  thousand 
volumes. 

Bloomfield  offers  unsurpassable  attractions  as  a  residential  town ;  in  no 
place  of  similar  size  are  there  more  beautifully  shaded  streets  or  a  larger 
proportion  of  fine  residences.  The  trip  to  Newark  by  trolley  is  made  in  one- 
half  hour,  and  to  New  York  in  almost  the  same  time.  Forty-two  trains  to 
and  from  New  York  leave  the  main  station  every  week  day,  and  fourteen 
on  Sunday.  The  distance  to  New  York  is  eleven  miles,  and  the  commuta- 
tion only  $5.50  per  month. 

Three  banks  and  two  building  and  loan  societies  provide  ample  financial 
facilities  for  business  and  home  building  purposes.  Fire  protection  of  the 
most  efficient  kind  is  provided  by  numerous  street  hydrants,  and  a  volunteer 
department  consisting  of  five  companies  fully  equipped  with  all  necessary 
apparatus.

The  religious 
wants  of  the  community  are  supplied  by  two  churches— Presbyterian  and 
Methodist.

Population,  4,500.  A  banking  town,  one  bank.  Money  order  post  office, 
telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  United  States  Com- 
pany.

Boonton  is  situated  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  valleys  in  the  State;  the 
climate  is  remarkably  salubrious;  there  is  no  malara ;  the  mountain  scenery 
is  most  beautiful,  and  everything  necessary  for  making  up  a  most  delightful 
country  home  environment  is  to  be  found  here  in  perfect  combination.  The 
town  has  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water  carried  to  all  parts  in  mains,  and  a 
perfect  natural  drainage  which  satisfactorily  answers  all  requirements.  In 
addition  to  the  railroad  it  enjoys  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Morris  Canal 
as  an  aid  in  transporting  freight. 

Boonton  has  two  public  schools — one  primary  and  grammar,  and  one  high 
school,  besides  which  there  is  one  large  parochial  school.  There  are  two 
Catholic  churches  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  Episcopal  and 
Reformed  congregations  have  one  church  building  each.  The  fraternal 
orders  are  represented  by  lodges  of  Masons,  Red  Men,  Foresters,  Grand 
Army,  Royal  Arcanum,  Eagles,  Catholic  Benevolent  Society  and  Daughters 
of  Liberty.  Two  weekly  papers  are  published  in  the  city,  and  one  building 
and  loan  association  having  a  large  membership  has  done  and  is  doing 
much  toward  assisting  workingmen  to  the  ownership  of  homes. 

The  industrial  interests  of  the  town  are  guided  by  an  energetic  Board  of 
Trade  composed  of  business  and  professional  men,  who  make  it  their 
special  duty  to  furnish  information  to  persons  desirous  of  finding  a  good  busi- 
ness or  home  location. 

Land  in  any  desired  quantity  can  be  had  for  desirable  industrial  purposes 
on  very  generous  terms,  if  not  given  absolutely  free,  and  if  a  request  for 
financial  aid  from  an  industry  contemplating  settling  there  were  to  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  it  is  quite  likely  that  it  would  be  com- 
plied with.  Every  possible  indulgence  in  the  power  of  the  authorities  to 
bestow  will  be  extended  to  those  who  establish  industries  here. 

Considering  the  many  advantages,  there  are  few  places  in  the  State  that 
equal  Boonton  as  an  ideal  location  for  homes  or  industrial  establishments. 

Large  numbers  of  industrious  young  people  of  both  sexes  can  be  secured 
as  operatives  at  moderate  wages.  There  are  no  strikes  or  labor  disturbances 
of  any  kind,  and  the  best  of  feeling  exists  between  employers  and  em- 
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ployes  in  all  the  industrial  plants  now  in  operation.  The  number  that 
may  be  drawn  upon  for  workers  in  new  industries  here  is  reported  by  local 
authority  as  500  men  and  400  women. 

Passenger  trains  to  and  from  New  York  are  frequent;  fares  and  freight 
rates  are  reasonable,  and  the  commutation  rate  to  New  York  is  only  $7.50  per 
month.  Taxes  and  house  rents  are  low  in  Boonton,  as  are  also  all  other 
requirements  for  living. 

Fire  protection  of  the  most  satisfactory  kind  is  furnished  by  a  depart- 
ment consisting  of  three  steam  engine  companies,  three  hose  companies,  and 
hook  and  ladder  trucks.  This  apparatus  is  supplied  with  several  thousand 
feet  of  hose ;  numerous  fire  hydrants  are  distributed  about  the  streets  and  an 
average  water  pressure  of  fifty  pounds  is  maintained. 

The  soil  of  the  farm  land  in  this  region  is  good,  and  the  principal  crops 
are  rye,  oats,  potatoes,  corn,  poultry,  milk  and  hay.

Bordentown  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  River  at  deep  water,  and  has 
communication  by  steamboats  with  Philadelphia,  Camden,  Trenton  and  all 
the  river  towns  on  both  sides  of  the  Delaware.  The  Delaware  and  Raritan 
canal,  which  runs  through  the  town,  furnishes  another  valuable  water  high- 
way. The  place  therefore  enjoys  the  very  best  of  transportation  service 
for  both  passengers  and  freight.  The  town  has  its  own  water  works,  and 
sewerage  is  carried  off  by  private  drains. 

Bordentown  has  two  public  schools,  and  a  Manual  Training  and  Industrial 
school  exclusively  for  colored  children  of  both  sexes  from  all  parts  of  the 
State.  In  this  last  named  institution,  the  boys  are  taught  agriculture  and 
wood  working  principally,  and  the  girls  cooking,  sewing  and  dressmaking. 
There  are  six  churches  in  the  town— Methodist,  Catholic,  Baptist,  Episcopal 
and  Presbyterian.  Other  institutions  are:  A  weekly  newspaper;  a  building 
and  loan  association  with  $139,200  assets  and  285  stockholders,  and  a  Board 
of  Trade,  of  which  Joseph  L.  Osmond  is  president,  and  S.  R.  Magee  secre- 
tary.

Situated  in  a  remarkably  picturesque  and  fertile  valley,  which  is  sheltered 
from  the  harsh  northerly  winter  winds  by  the  Watchung  mountain  range, 
and  enioying  a  train  service  in  practically  all  directions  that  is  absolutely 
unsurpassable,  the  town  is  really  an  ideal  place  for  both  residential  and 
industrial  purposes.  . 

Land  for  either  factories  or  homes  can  be  had  at  very  reasonable  prices, 
and  labor,  either  male  or  female,  for  any  kind  of  industry,  can  be  had  m 
numbers  sufficient  to  meet  all  possible  requirements.

Califon  has  one  public  school  of  eight  grades,  which  affords  ample  educa- 
tional facilities  for  the  children,  and  one  church— Methodist  Episcopal, 
situated  in  the  town;  another  church,  Presbyterian,  is  about  one  mile  out- 
side. Of  fraternal  organizations  there  are  representative  lodges  of  Knights 
of  Pythias,  Red  Men,  Golden  Eagles,  American  Mechanics  and  Daughters  of 
Liberty. 

The  dairying  industry  is  carried  on  here  on  an  extensive  scale,  and  large 
quantities  of  butter,  cream  and  milk  are  shipped  to  the  markets  of  the  large 
cities.  Farming  is  the  next  most  important  industry;  the  soil  is  good, 
and  fine  crops  of  wheat,  rye,  oats  and  corn  are  raised.  The  peach  and  apple 
crops  are  large  and  the  fruit  of  fine  quality.  The  non-English  speaking^  in- 
habitants number  about  30  persons— Italians.    The  industries  now  in  Califon 


are :

Camden  (E  7),  Camden  County. 

On  the  West  Jersey  and  Seashore,  Philadelphia  and  Reading,  Atlantic 
City,  and  Camden  and  Amboy  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroads; 
stations  of  each  road  in  the  city.  Population,  100,000.  A  banking  town,  with 
three  National  Banks  and  five  Trust  Companies.  A  money  order  post  office, 
telegraph  and  telephone  connections  with  all  parts  of  the  world.  Express 
service,  Adams  and  United  States  Companies.    Value  of  taxable  property, 
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$50,668,279.  Value  of  property  exempt  from  taxation,  $4,602,000.  Tax  rate, 
$1.89. 

Camden  occupies  a  high  place  in  the  front  rank  of  New  Jersey  municipali- 
ties in  all  things  relating  to  industry,  commerce  and  transportation.  Founded 
about  1680,  its  ideal  location  has,  from  the  earliest  period  of  its  existence, 
made  Camden  the  converging  point  of  all  highways  and  roads  traversing 
South  Jersey. 

Located  directly  opposite  Philadelphia,  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Delaware 
River,  with  a  depth  of  thirty  feet,  the  distance  separating  Camden  from  the 
open  waters  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean — ninety  miles — is  traversable  by  the  largest 
of  modern  steamship ;  this  open  course  to  the  great  ocean  highways  should, 
and  doubtless  will  in  time  place  the  city  among  the  important  seaports  of  our 
Atlantic  coast.  Besides  the  frontage  on  the  Delaware,  Cooper  Creek,  one 
of  its  largest  tributaries,  runs  through  the  center  of  the  city,  dividing  it  into 
two  divisions — East  Camden  and  West  Camden.  This  creek — a  river  in  fact — ■ 
is  navigable  for  a  distance  of  nine  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  has  a  depth  of 
sixteen  feet  for  the  length  of  its  course  across  the  city,  thus  enabling  large 
vessels  to  carry  freight  to  and  from  the  numerous  manufacturing  plants  by 
which  it  is  lined  on  both  sides. 

Six  public  and  one  private  ferry  line,  equipped  with  large  modern  boats 
make  frequent  trips  to  Philadelphia,  thus  enabling  Camden  shippers  to  send 
their  goods  by  rail  or  water  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  railroad  facilities  of  Camden  are  unsurpassed — indeed,  it  may  be 
said  that  they  are  unsurpassable.  Through  the  medium  of  the  four  great 
lines  that  enter  the  city,  passengers  and  freight  may  be  shipped  to  any  part 
of  the  continent. 

Camden  is  the  center  of  one  of  the  most  extensive  systems  of  electric 
railway  service  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  country,  and  the  lines  entering 
the  city  supply  local  transportation  to  an  area  of  territory  having  a  popula- 
tion of  at  least  500,000  people,  all  living  within  a  radius  covered-  by  a  thirty 
minutes'  ride. 

The  work  of  the  municipal  departments  of  Camden  is  not  surpassed  in 
efficiency  by  that  of  similar  bodies  elsewhere.  There  are  neary  sixty-seven 
miles  of  level  streets  free  of  grade,  and  an  equal  number  of  miles  of  sewers ; 
the  streets  in  the  business  section  of  the  city  are  paved  with  asphalt  or 
belgian  block,  thus  insuring  comparatively  easy  hauling.  Railroad  grade 
crossings  are  being  abolished  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  when  the  elevation 
of  tracks  now  under  way  is  completed  all  danger  from  that  source  will  be 
removed. 

Camden  is  justly  proud  of  her  water  supply,  all  of  which  is  drawn  from 
artesian  wells,  the  water  being  piped  directly  to  the  consumers,  thus  prac- 
tically eliminating  all  danger  of  typhoid  and  other  fevers  originating  in 
polluted  water.  Since  the  artesian  system  was  introduced  the  number  of 
typhoid  cases  reported  has  fallen  from  295  in  1890,  to  only  5  in  1907.  The 
practical  elimination  of  this  dread  disease  is  convincing  evidence  that  the 
water  now  being  served  to  residents  of  Camden  is  absolutely  pure. 

Camden  has  thirty-five  public  schools  of  various  grades ;  one  high  school 
and  manual  training  school;  eight  kindergarten  schools,  and  eleven  private 
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educational  institutions.  The  number  of  enrolled  pupils  in  the  public 
schools  is  14,010,  and  the  number  of  teachers  is  353.  The  total  value  of 
school  property  in  the  city  is  $942,873. 

Camden  has  92  churches,  divided  among  the  following  denominations : 
Methodist  Episcopal,  26;  Baptist,  17;  Presbyterian,  8;  Protestant  Episcopal, 
7;  Catholic,  6;  Lutheran,  6;  Methodist  Protestant,  3;  German  Evangelical, 
2 ;  Congregational,  1  ;  Christian  Scientists,  1  ;  Missions  of  various  denomi- 
nations, 11;  Friends  Meeting  Houses,  2;  and  Synagogues,  2. 

The  fraternal  orders  are  well  represented,  there  being  9  Masonic  bodies ; 
11  lodges  of  I.  O.  O.  F. ;  17  lodges  of  Red  Men;  and  upwards  of  200  other 
clubs  having  various  purposes  largely  religious  and  composed  of  men  and 
women  representing  almost  all  forms  of  religious  practice  and  ceremonial.  In 
addition  to  these  organizations,  there  are  31  building  and  loan  associations,  by 
the  assistance  of  which  industrious  and  thrifty  workmen  are  enabled  to  own 
their  own  homes ;  2  theatres  and  46  halls  used  for  meeting  purposes.  There 
are  6  free  libraries  of  general  literature— three  of  which  are  public  property, 
and  one  fine  law  library. 

Camden  has  a  paid  fire  department  equipped  with  five  steam  engines;  one 
aerial,  and  two  ordinary  hook  and  ladder  trucks ;  four  combination  chemical 
and  hose  wagons ;  three  special  and  ordinary  hose  carriages  and  two  chemical 
engines.  Besides  these  there  is  a  reserve  of  one  steam  engine  and  one  hose 
carriage.  The  department  has  38  horses,  14,000  feet  of  hose,  and  employs 
95  men. 

These  and  other  advantages  have  brought  about  a  steady  expansion  of 
manufacturing  industry  and  growth  of  population  far  above  the  general 
average  of  the  State.  In  1890  the  United  States  census  credited  the  city 
with  58,313  inhabitants;  in  1906  a  carefully  made  police  census  showed  the 
number  to  be  90,458.  Calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  average  ratio  of  in- 
crease between  these  years,  the  population  of  Camden  in  1909  is  upwards  of 
100,000. 

The  industries  of  Camden  are  very  widely  diversified;  establishments  rep- 
resentative of  the  most  important  industries  of  the  country — some  of  them 
the  largest  of  their  kind,  are  in  prosperous  operation  within  the  city  limits. 
Eight  shipbuilding  plants— one  of  them,  The  New  York  Shipbuilding  Com- 
pany, the  largest  in  the  country— are  located  on  the  Delaware  River  front. 
There  are  large  foundries,  machine  shops,  woolen  and  worsted  mills,  cotton 
mills,  talking  Machine  works,  leather  manufactories,  shoe  factories,  chemical 
works,  cigar  factories,  paint  and  varnish  laboratories,  licorice  works,  and  in 
fact,  as  before  stated,  almost  every  article  known  to  productive  industry 
has  its  representative  establishment  in  this  thriving  and  enterprising  city,  a 
complete  list  of  which  is  appended  to  this  descriptive  note.  The  diversity  of 
industries  has  as  a  matter  of  course  produced  workmen  skilled  in  all  the 
various  lines  of  industry,  so  that  trained  workers  in  practically  all  lines  of 
manufacture  may  be  found  here  in  numbers  sufficient  to  meet  any  ordinary 
demand. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  industries  now  in  Camden,  there  is 
abundance  of  room  for  as  many  more ;  its  citizens  recognizing  the  fact  that 
the  only  reliable  basis  for  enduring  municipal  greatness  is  industrial  and  com-

mercial  prosperity,  will  continue  the  policy,  so  productive  of  great  results  in 
the  past,  of  making  their  city  attractive  alike  to  home  seekers  and  indus- 
trialists by  extending  every  proper  and  reasonable  encouragement  to  those 
who  may  desire  to  locate  there  for  either  purpose. 

A  Board  of  Trade  composed  of  some  leading  citizens,  who  are  thoroughly 
familiar  with  everything  relating  to  the  city,  will  cheerfully  furnish  informa- 
tion to  parties  seeking  a  location  for  industrial,  commercial  or  residential 
purposes.

(erankein  township.) 

On  the  New  York,  Susquehanna  &  Western  Railroad ;  station  in  the  vil- 
lage. Population,  220.  Banking  town,  Paterson.  A  post  office  (not  money 
order).   Express  service,  National  Company.    Tax  rate,  $1.68. 

The  village  has  one  public  school  of  seven  grades,  and  one  church  owned 
by  the  Methodist  denomination.  An  industry  of  any  kind  would  be  wel- 
comed, and  land  for  such  purposes  can  be  secured  at  very  low  prices.  A 
farming  country  surrounds  the  village,  the  soil  of  which  is  fair.  The  prin- 
cipal products  are  garden  truck,  hay,  corn  and  some  other  grains.  Farm 
land,  cultivated  and  uncultivated,  is  for  sale  here.  The  only  industry  in  the 
village  is  a  small  manufactory  of  iron  railing  owned  by  C.  Ferdinand,  in 
which  four  men  are  employed.  For  further  information,  address  Jacob  G.

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Canton  (D  9),  Salem  County. 

(lower  alloway  CREEK  township.) 

Nearest  railroad  station.  Salem,  on  the  West  Jersey  &  Seashore  Railroad, 
distant  six  miles.

The  village  of  Canton,  although  some  miles  from  a  railroad,  is  one  that 
otters  some  inducements  as  a  location  for  light  manufacturing.  It  is  not 
altogether  isolated,  as  a  trolley  line,  which  passes  close  by,  brings  the  place 
into  communication  with  Salem  and  other  large  towns.  One  of  the  advan- 
tages found  here  is  the  cheapness  of  land,  and  the  intelligence  and  orderly 
character  of  the  labor  awaiting  employment.  Land  for  factory  purposes 
would  be  cheerfully  donated  if  the  industry  requiring  it  were  of  fair  size 
and  reasonably  certain  of  being  permanent. 

The  climate  of  the  region  is  healthful  and  without  any  trace  whatever  of 
malaria  :  the  water  supply,  drawn  from  wells,  is  very  good,  and  natural  drain- 
age of  a  perfectly  satisfactory  character  is  afforded  by  Alloway  and  Mad 
Horse  Creeks,  both  of  which  flow  past  the  village.  The  community  supports 
one  public  school  and  two  churches — Methodist  and  Baptist.  The  outlying 
country  produces  fair  crops  of  wheat,  corn,  potatoes  and  most  of  the  pro- 
duce designated  as  garden  truck. 

There  are  two  tomato  canneries  located  here,  one  owned  by  Shrimp  & 
Harris,  who  employ  about  140  persons,  and  the  other  by  H.  J.  Smith,  who 
employs  15  persons.

Cape  May  (F  10).  Cape  May  County. 

(lower  township.) 

On  the  Atlantic  City  Railroad  and  the  West  Jersey  &  Seashore  Railroad; 
stations  of  both  reads  in  the  city.  Population,  4,000.  A  banking  town — 
one  bank.  Money  order  postoffice ;  telegraph  and  telephone  connections. 
Express  service.  United  States  and  Adams  Companies.  Value  of  taxable 
property,  $4,418,790.    Tax  rate.  $2.05. 

Cape  May  is  situated  on  the  extreme  southern  point  of  the  State,  where 
the  waters  of  Delaware  Bay  mingle  with  those  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and 
is  therefore  pre-eminently  well  placed  for  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  the 
stimulating  and  bracing  ocean  breezes.  It  is  for  these  reasons  a  highly  popu- 
lar coast  resort,  at  which  thousands  of  people  enjoy  the  salt-laden  air  of  the 
Atlantic  during  the  summer  months. 

The  city  has  a  first-class  sewer  system  and  water  supply,  which  is  piped 
to  all  its  parts;  other  advantages  are  fine,  well  kept  streets,  good  hotels  and 
stores,  and  an  electric  power  plant,  which  furnishes  power  and  light  in  prac- 
tically unlimited  quantities. 

Cape  May  has  one  building  and  loan  association,  and  four  newspapers — 
two  dailies  published  during  the  summer  season,  and  two  weeklies  published 
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all  the  year  round.  There  are  nine  lodges  representing  the  following  fraternal 
orders,  viz. :  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Red  Men,  Woodmen,  United  American 
Mechanics,  Royal  Arcanum,  Heptcsophs  and  Daughters  of  Liberty.  There 
is  also  an  active  and  highly  efficient  local  Board  of  Trade,  of  which  O. 
A.  Merchant  is  secretary. 

The  city  has  two  public  grammar  schools  and  one  High  School.  There 
are  eight  church  buildings,  owned — one  each  by  the  Presbyterian,  Episcopal, 
Catholic,  Methodist  and  Baptist  demoninations ;  three  of  the  eight  churches 
are  owned  by  colored  congregations. 

Fire  protection,  of  a  very  efficient  kind,  is  provided  by  numerous  street 
hydrants  and  a  volunteer  department  consisting  of  four  companies  equipped 
with  the  best  modern  apparatus. 

The  citizens  and  city  authorities  of  Cape  May  favor  giving  every  possible 
encouragement  to  industrial  enterprise,  and  will  guarantee  that  manufac- 
turers settling  there  will  be  given  every  form  of  assistance  in  their  power 
to  extend.  The  population  is  large  enough  to  furnish  an  ample  supply  of 
willing  and  intelligent  labor,  either  male  or  female,  whose  expectations  in 
the  matter  of  labor  would  be  reasonable.  Fine  choice  factory  building  sites, 
very  advantageously  situated  with  regard  to  the  railroads,  will  be  sold  for 
such  purposes  at  specially  low  prices  as  an  inducement  to  manufacturers  in 
search  of  a  location.  The  farm  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Cape  May  has  a 
light  sandy  soil  very  favorable  to  the  production  of  sweet  and  white  potatoes, 
garden  truck  and  small  fruits,  large  crops  of  which  are  raised  and  marketed 
in  this  and  other  seaside  resorts  every  year.  There  are  no  farms  for  sale 
in  the  vicinity.  The  only  foreign  immigrants  in  or  about  Cape  May  are  some 
one  hundred  Italian  laborers,  employed  on  public  improvements. 

The  only  industry  here  at  present  is  Hastings  &  Co.,  gold  leaf  beater, 
who  employs  53  men.

There  are  but  few  towns  in  New  Jersey  in  which  advantages  for  carrying 
on  manufacturing  industry  superior  to  those  offered  by  Cape  May  Court 
House  are  to  be  found.  Railroad  service  is  excellent;  freight  rates  reason- 
able, and  a  fair  supply  of  intelligent  and  reliable  labor,  free  from  all  en- 
tanglements that  lead  to  trouble  and  disturbance,  may  be  readily  secured. 
The  inhabitants  and  authorities  of  the  town  stand  ready  to  extend  every 
possible  indulgence  and  assistance  to  any  industrial  enterprise  that  may  locate 
there.  Land  in  any  quantity  desired— a  large  part  of  it  bordering  on  the 
railroads— may  be  secured  at  prices  far  below  actual  value  if  wanted  for 
factory  sites. 
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Cape  May  Court  House  has  one  public  and  one  private  school  and  two 
churches,  Methodist  and  Baptist.  Fire  protection  is  provided  by  two  vol- 
unteer companies — one  steam  engine  and  one  hook  and  ladder  truck.  The 
town  has  a  good  water  supply,  under  high  pressure,  piped  to  all  its  houses, 
and  fire  hydrants  are  provided  in  proper  numbers  on  the  streets. 

The  country  surrounding  Cape  May  Court  House  is  devoted  to  farming; 
the  soil  is  good,  and  the  products,  of  which  large  crops  are  raised,  consist 
of  corn,  potatoes  and.  a  full  line  of  garden  truck.  Apples,  peaches  and  fine 
strawberries  are  also  grown  on  these  farms.

Cape  May  Point  is  a  well  known  shore  resort  on  Delaware  Bay,  at  the 
extreme  southern  end  of  the  State,  and  practically  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
The  permanent  population  is  small,  but  attracted  by  its  fine  location  large 
numbers  of  people  make  their  homes  there  during  the  summer  and  early 
fall  months. 

The  town  has  a  sewer  system  and  water  works ;  one  public  school  of  three 
grades,  and  five  churches,  representing  the  Baptist,  Catholic,  Presbyterian, 
Episcopal  and  African  Methodist*  denominations.

Cars  of  the  Jer- 
sey City,  Paterson  and  Hoboken  trolley  roads  connect  the  town  with  these 
cities,  and  also  with  the  famous  Hudson  River  tunnel  at  Hoboken.  Other 
electric  roads  connect  Carlstadt  with  Hackensack,  Passaic,  Newark  and 
practically  all  large  or  medium  sized  towns  in  Bergen,  Passaic,  Essex  and 
Hudson  counties.  The  establishment  of  a  comprehensive  sewer  system  has 
been  provided  for,  and  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  supplied  by  the 
Hackensack  Water  Company,  is  carried  in  mains  to  all  parts  of  the  place. 

For  fire  protection  there  is  a  large  number  of  street  hydrants,  with  water 
maintained  at  high  pressure,  and  a  volunteer  department  consisting  of  one 
steam  engine,  one  hook  and  ladder,  and  three  hose  companies. 

Carlstadt  has  three  public  schools,  and  will  soon  have  a  fourth ;  one 
weekly  newspaper  (German)  ;  three  churches — Presbyterian,  Methodist  and 
Baptist ;  representative  lodges  of  many  of  the  best  known  fraternal  orders, 
and  an  active  Board  of  Trade  composed  of  business  men  and  manufacturers.

The  labor  supply  is  sufficient  to  meet  any  possible  demand;  excellent 
mechanics  of  all  trades  are  to  be  found  in  the  town,  and  if  required  a 
practically  unlimited  number  can  be  secured  from  the  nearby  towns  of 
Rutherford,  Hackensack  and  Passaic.

30  persons,  mostly  women,  are  employed. 

Carpentersville  (E  4),  Warren  County.

Carpentersville  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  River,  and  enjoys  first-class 
natural  drainage  and  a  water  supply  derived  from  wells  and  cisterns.  The 
location,  which  is  both  pictureque  and  healthful,  should  be  a  very  desirable 
place  for  manufacturing  industry.  There  is  one  public  school  in  the  village 
and  one  "union  chapel,"  that  is  used  for  the  purposes  of  worship  by  all 
religious  denominations. 

The  community  sentiment  is  favorable  to  industrial  enterprise,  and  all 
possible  encouragement  would  be  extended  to  a  factory  locating  there.  There 
is  a  fine  water  power  at  the  place,  the  capacity  of  which  is  reported  at  1,000 
horse.  The  industries  to  which  local  conditions  are  best  adapted  are  paper 
mills  or  cement  mills.

Situated  on  the  line  of 
a  first-class  railroad  with  frequent  trains,  and  also  on  the  New  Jersey  shore 
of  Staten  Island  Sound,  which  has  here  a  depth  of  water  sufficient  for  the 
largest  ocean-going  vessels,  freight  can  be  shipped  to  and  from  the  town  to 
any  part  of  the  world.  Trains  run  from  Carteret  to  Elizabeth  or  Rahway  m 
ten  minutes;  to  Newark  in  twenty-five  minutes,  and  to  New  York  in  forty- 
five  minutes.

Caviar  is  situated  on  Delaware  Bay,  and  although  its  permanent  popula- 
tion is  small,  large  numbers  of  men  are  employed  there  during  the  sturgeon 
and  shad  fishing  season,  which  begin  early  in  March  and  usually  continue 
until  the  end  of  June.  This  transitory  population  finds  employment  in  curing 
and  preparing  the  sturgeon  and  shad  roe,  which  after  these  operations  be- 
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comes  the  world  famous  table  delicacy  known  as  "caviar."  It  is  from  this 
that  the  name  of  the  village  is  derived.  Large  quantities  of  "caviar  are 
shipped  from  here  every  season,  many  of  the  buyers  coming  from  Germany 
and  Russia  There  are  several  firms  engaged  in  the  business  of  making 
"caviar"  and  marketing  the  same,  who  between  them  employ  about  150  men. 

Cecil  (F  8),  Gloucester  County. 

(MONROE  TOWNSHIP.)

The  village  is  distant  about  five  miles  from  Williamstown,  the  nearest  rail- 
road station.

Centerton   (E  8),  Salem  County. 

(PITTSGROVE  TOWNSHIP.) 

Nearest  railroad  station,  Husted,  on  the  West  Jersey  and  Seashore  Rail- 
road, distant  one  mile,  and  Norma,  on  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey, 
distant  three  miles.  Population,  200.  Banking  town,  Bridgeton  or  Elmer.  A 
post  office  (not  money  order),  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.

Centerton  has  a  fine  water  power  derived  from  Maurice  River,  which  flows 
through  the  village  in  a  southerly  direction,  into  Delaware  Bay.

INDUSTRIAL  DIRECTORY  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 


Dorothy  is  a  very  attractive  village  situated  close  to  Tuckahoe  River, 
which  runs  into  Great  Egg  Harbor  Bay.  Its  water  supply— derived  from 
wells,  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  it  enjoys  the  advantage  of  a  rather 
novel,  but  highly  efficient  arrangement  for  fire  protection,  in  the  fact  that 
it  has  a  fire  warden  who  calls  out  all  the  men  and  boys  of  the  village 
in  case  of  forest  or  other  fires,  and  directs  their  operations  while  at  work. 
The  village  has  one  public  school  covering  from  the  first  to  the  fourth 
grades,  and  two  churches— Catholic  and  Episcopal.  There  is  one  organiza- 
tion of  the  townspeople  for  social  purposes  called  the  Dorothy  Benefit  and 
Social  Society. 

The  townspeople  are  very  desirous  indeed  of  bringing  about  the  establish- 
ment of  some  kind  of  manufacturing  industry  in  which  all  their  young 
people  of  both  sexes  could  find  employment,  instead  of  being,  as  now, 
obliged  to  seek  it  elsewhere,  and  would  do  everything  in  their  power  to  pro- 
mote the  success  of  such  an  enterprise.  It  is  probable  that  land  for  factory 
building  purposes  would  be  donated  and  persons  interested  are  advised  to 
address  A.  Bourgeois,  Estelleville,  N.  J.  Fifty  men  and  40  women  residents 
of  the  village  would  accept  employment  in  a  new  industry. 

There  is  one  idle  building  in  the  place,  which  was  formerly  used  as  a 
cigar  factory;  the  structure  is  built  of  wood,  one  story  high,  and  14x28 
feet  ground  dimensions.  The  soil  of  the  surrounding  country  is  good,  and 
the  farm  products  consist  of  sweet  and  white  potatoes,  melons,  onions, 
corn,  tomatoes,  besides  practically  all  kinds  of  tree  fruits  and  berries. 
Strawberries  and  sweet  potatoes  are,  however,  the  principal  products.  The 
farm  land  in  the  vicinity  is  all  under  cultivation,  and  there  is  nothing  for 
sale  except  town  lots.

Dover  is  an  incorporated  city  with  a  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and 
councilmen.  Its  population  is  7,000,  but  there  is  within  a  radius  of  five  miles 
from  the  center  of  the  town  a  population  of  more  than  double  that  number. 
Dover  has  a  free  mail  delivery  service  and  five  carriers.  Two  rural  free 
delivery  routes  start  from  there  and  cover  practically  all  the  outlying  country. 
The  average  elevation  of  the  town  above  sea  level  is  765  feet,  and  it  is 
therefore  one  of  the  most  healthful  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State. 

The  two  lines  of  the  Lackawanna  road  which  run  to  and  from  New 
York,  one  by  way  of  Paterson,  and  the  other  via  Newark,  meet  at  Dover, 
as  does  also  the  Chester  Branch  of  the  same  line,  which  connects  at  Wharton 
with  the  Hopatcong  Branch  of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  and  also 
the  Morris  County  Railroad,  which  runs  from  Wharton  to  Charlotteburg 
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on  the  New  York,  Susquehanna  and  Western  Railroad.  Wharton  is  only 
two  miles  from  Dover,  and  a  trolley  line  connects  both  places  with  Rockaway. 
This  line  is  being  extended  so  as  to  connect  with  Lake  Hopatcong,  Morris- 
town,  and  eventually  join  the  great  system  of  electric  roads  that  now  cover 
the  State. 

As  a  location  for  manufacturing  industries,  Dover  offers  advantages  that 
are  not  surpassed  elsewhere  in  the  State.  The  distance  to  New  York  is 
only  forty  miles,  and  the  number  of  trains  per  day  to  and  from  that  city  is 
twenty-eight  on  the  Lackawanna  road,  and  five  on  the  Central  Railroad  of 
New  Jersey.  Another  valuable  transportation  route  for  freight  from  the 
Hudson  to  the  Delaware  River,  is  the  Morris  Canal,  which  passess  through 
Dover  on  its  way  to  Phillipsburg. 

Dover  is  distinctly  an  industrial  town  and  its  people  take  a  deep  interest 
in  everything  that  tends  to  increase  its  importance  as  such.  Manufactories 
of  any  kind  will  therefore  be  made  welcome,  and  favored  in  every  possible 
way.  Land  very  favorably  situated  with  relation  to  the  railroads  can  be 
had  for  factory  sites  at  very  low  prices.  Another  important  advantage  is 
that  fuel  is  much  cheaper  here  than  at  tidewater  points,  as  is  also  iron  and 
steel,  the  town  itself  being  situated  in  almost  the  center  of  the  State's  most 
important  iron  district. 

Dover  has  one  of  the  finest  water  supplies  in  New  Jersey.  The  lower 
part  of  the  town  is  supplied  by  a  gravity  system,  which  produces  a  pressure 
of  eighty-five  pounds,  while  in  the  higher  section  pumps  are  used  which 
produce  a  force  sufficient  to  throw  a  stream  over  the  highest  building  in 
the  district.  Additional  fire  protection  is  derived  from  two  steam  engines, 
one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  and  a  modern  fire  alarm  system.  Dover  has  an 
electric  plant  driven  by  engines  of  seven  hundred  horse  power,  which  sup- 
plies lighting  for  itself  and  Wharton,  and  also  power  for  the  trolley  lines. 
There  is  also  a  large  plant  which  furnishes  gas  for  both  places. 

Dover  has  three  graded  schools,  including  a  high  school.  There  is  also  a 
free  public  library,  supported  by  the  town;  two  weekly  and  one  semi-weekly 
newspaper,  and  one  building  and  loan  association,  with  580  outstanding 
shares,  and  assets  amounting  to  $220,214.  There  is  also  a  Board  of  Trade, 
of  which  Mr.  E.  D.  Neighbor  is  secretary. 

The  church  buildings  are  twelve  in  number  and  the  denominations  rep- 
resented by  them  are  Methodists,  Catholics,  Episcopal,  Baptist,  etc.,  and  one 
Jewish  synagogue. 

The  streets  are  all  macadamized  and  sidewalks  flagged  and  curbed.  The 
land  available  for  factory  purposes  is  all  well  watered  by  streams  and 
springs. 

The  population  of  the  town  is  largely  composed  of  skilled,  well  paid  work- 
men and  their  families,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  own  their  own  homes, 
which  fact  not  only  speaks  highly  for  their  thrifty  habits,  but  also  goes 
far  toward  making  a  contented  community  in  which  strikes  or  labor  dis- 
turbances of  a  serious  kind  are  unlikely  to  occur. 

Donations  of  land  have  brought  some  few  industries  to  Dover,  but  by  far 
the  greater  number  have  settled  there  of  their  own  volition ;  the  inducements 
being  superior  railroad  facilities,  accessibility  of  the  leading  markets,  and  an 
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ample  supply  of  intelligent,  high  grade  labor.  The  world  famous  Richardson- 
Boynton  Stove  Works  were  located  in  Dover  after  that  firm  had  considered 
every  place  offered  within  a  hundred  miles  of  New  York  City. 

The  local  Board  of  Trade  will  take  up  the  question  of  factory  building 
with  manufacturers  contemplating  such  enterprise,  and  communications  on 
that  or  any  other  subject  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  will 
receive  a  prompt  response.  There  is  a  brick  factory  building  now  idle  ana 
for  rent.    The  structure  is  40x120  feet,  and  one  story  high. 

A  large  number  of  Italian  immigrants  are  employed  at  construction  work 
in  and  about  the  town.  For  further  particulars,  address  E.  D.  Neighbor, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  or  John  H.  Martin.

Downer  (E  8),  Gloucester  County. 

( MONROE  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Mullica  Hill  Branch  of  the  Atlantic  City  Railroad;  station  in  the 
town.  Population,  150.  Banking  town,  Glassboro.  A  money  order  post 
office;  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  United  States 
Company. 

A  good  location  for  manufacturing  industry;  land  for  factory  purposes 
will  be  sold  at  specially  low  prices,  and  a  good  supply  of  intelligent  and 
interested  labor  can  be  readily  secured.  The  villagers  are  very  desirous  of 
seeing  some  good  labor-employing  enterprise  started,  and  would  do  every- 
thing in  their  power  to  help  it  along.  Special  inducements  are  offered  for 
a  glass  factory  or  a  steel  works.  In  the  case  of  either  of  these  industries 
all  the  land  required  for  buildings  will  be  given  free  of  cost.

Dragston  is  situated  on  Dividing  Creek,  which  is  navigable  for  light  draught 
vessels  from  this  point  to  where  it  enters  Delaware  Bay.  Freight  may, 
therefore,  be  carried  to  and  from  the  village  by  water  and  by  rail.  The 
lines  of  the  Bridgeton  and  Millville  Traction  Company  run  through  and  con- 
nect the  village  with  these  cities  and  other  towns  on  its  circuit  of  twenty 
miles.

A  money  order  post- 
office;  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  National  Com- 
pany.

Dundee  Lake  is  a  close  suburb  of  the  great  manufacturing  city  of  Pater- 
son and  offers  all  the  advantages  for  carrying  on  manufacturing  industry 
that  are  peculiar  to  such  proximity.  Land  for  factory  sites  can  be  pur- 
chased at  specially  low  prices.  Trolley  lines  connect  with  Paterson,  Passaic 
and  Newark.  A  labor  supply  equal  to  any  requirement  can  be  secured  with- 
out difficulty.

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town — one  bank.  Money  order  post  office;  telegraph  and  telephone  connec- 
tions. Express  service,  United  States  Company.  Value  of  taxable  property, 
$78i537S-    Tax  rate,  $1.84. 

Dunellen  is  best  known  as  a  particularly  fair  and  desirable  residential  town, 
and  until  a  comparatively  recent  time  there  were  no  manufacturing  estab- 
ments  of  any  kind  there;  there  are,  however,  few  places  in  the  State  more 
favorably  situated  for  development  into  an  industrial  center  of  importance. 
The  town  is  situated  directly  on  the  main  line  of  the  Central  Railroad  of 
New  Jersey  and  has  upwards  of  forty  trains  daily  to  and  from  New  York 
City,  and  at  Bound  Brook  connection  is  made  with  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing, Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  Lehigh  Valley  Railroads,  which  all  converge  on 
the  central  road  at  this  point.  Trains  make  the  trip  between  Dunellen  and  New 
York  in  forty-five  minutes,  and  between  the  same  town  and  Philadelphia  in 
one  hour  and  thirty  minutes.  For  local  travel  there  are  trolley  lines  running 
to  Plainfield,  Elizabeth,  Newark,  Staten  Island  and  other  points  on  the  east, 
and  to  Bound  Brook,  Somerville,  Raritan  and  New  Brunswick  on  the  west. 

Dunellen  has  two  excellently  conducted  public  schools,  one  building  and 
loan  association,  one  weekly  newspaper  and  six  churches — Episcopal,  Catholic, 
Presbyterian,  Methodist,  Baptist  and  Seventh  Day  Baptist.  The  fraternal 
orders  are  represented  by  one  lodge  each  of  Foresters,  P.  O.  Sons  of  America 
and  American  Mechanics. 

The  streets  are  kept  in  very  good  condition,  and  over  their  entire  length 
there  are  beautiful  lawns  and  shade  trees,  and  the  water  supply,  which  is 
brought  down  from  the  Watchung  Mountains  north  of  the  town,  is  as  pure 
and  wholesome  as  any  in  the  State. 

Ample  fire  protection  is  afforded  by  numerous  hydrants  under  pressure 
sufficient  for  throwing  a  stream  over  the  tallest  house  in  town;  there  is  also 
a  volunteer  fire  department  provided  with  the  best  modern  apparatus.  Water 
power  for  industrial  purposes  can  also  be  had  here. 

The  population  living  within  a  radius  of  five  miles  of  Dunellen  numbers 
not  less  than  30,000.  Workmen  of  good  character,  skilled  in  almost  every 
form  of  industry,  can  be  secured  without  difficulty  in  any  number  desired.

Dunnfield  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  River  close  to  the  famous  Delaware 
Water  Gap,  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  scenic  districts  in  the  country.  The 
climate  is  unsurpassable  for  healthfulness,  and  the  place  is  entirely  devoted 
to  the  entertainment  of  summer  visitors. 

Dutch  Neck  (G  5),  Mercer  County. 

(WEST  WINDSOR  TOWNSHIP.)

East  Millstone  (G  4),  Somerset  County. 

(FRANKLIN  township.)

East  Millstone  is  directly  on  the  line  of  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal, 
and  has  therefore  facilities  for  the  transportation  of  freight  by  rail  or  water. 
These  advantages  together  with  its  proximity  to  the  large  city  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, should  make  the  town  a  desirable  location  for  manufacturing  industry. 
Public  sentiment  is  highly  favorable  to  that  form  of  development  and  popu- 
lar interest  would  approve  and  support  as  far  as  possible  an  industrial  plant 
of  any  kind.  Land  for  factory  sites  very  advantageously  situated  with 
reference  to  transportation  facilities  will  be  sold  at  reasonable  prices.  Labor 
adapted  to  practically  any  kind  of  industry  can  be  secured  here,  and,  if 
necessary,  workmen  can  be  drawn  from  New  Brunswick,  which  is  only  a 
few  miles  distant. 

East  Millstone  has  one  public  school,  and  four  churches — Reformed, 
Methodist,  Methodist  Episcopal  and  Catholic.  The  fraternal  orders  are 
reprsented  by  a  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  and  American  Mechanics.

East  Newark  (C  4),  Hudson  County. 

(KEARNEY  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  and  the  Erie  Railroads; 
station  of  the  Erie  road  in  the  borough.  Population,  3.126.  Banking  town, 
Harrison  or  Newark.  A  money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone 
connections.  Express  service,  Adams,  United  States  and  Wells-Fargo  Com- 
panies.  Tax  rate,  $0.90. 

East  Newark  is  situated  on  the  eastern  bank  of  Passaic  River,  between 
the  boroughs  of  Kearney  and  Harrison,  'and  like  these  municipalities,  directly 
opposite  the  city  of  Newark.  All  the  railroad  stations  of  Newark,  Kearney 
and  Harrison  are  within  from  one-half  to  one  mile  of  the  center  of  East 
Newark,  and  the  trolley  lines  of  the  Public  Service  Corporation  extend 
through  the  principal  streets  connecting  with  all  populous  centers  in  Hud- 
son, Essex,  Bergen,  Passaic  and  Union  counties.  An  extensive  front  on 
the  Passaic  River  affords  facilities  for  water  transportation  equal  in  every 
respect  to  those  enjoyed  by  Newark. 

East  Newark  has  one  large  public  school,  churches  representing  the  prin- 
cipal denominations,  and  a  very  efficient  volunteer  fire  department.  The 
advantages  as  a  location  for  manufacturing  industry  are  substantially  the 
same  as  those  enumerated  in  the  notes  relating  to  the  adjoining  boroughs  of 
Harrison  and  Kearney.  These  are,  briefly  stated,  proximity  to  the  great  cities 
of  Newark,  Jersey  City  and  New  York ;  perfect  transportation  facilities  by 
water  or  rail ;  thoroughly  sewered  streets ;  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water ; 
schools;  libraries;  building  and  loan  associations,  fraternal  organizations 
and  most  other  essential  conveniences  found  in  large  progressive  towns. 

East  Newark  is  distinctly  a  manufacturing  community  in  which  the  policy 
of  making  the  place  an  attractive  location  for  industrial  plants  has  been 
unremittingly  pursued  since  its  first  settlement.  All  lands  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  borough  are  valuable,  and  compared  with  those  in  less 
important  towns,  are  high  priced;  in  cases,  however,  where  factory  sites 
are  wanted,  very  liberal  concessions  are  made,  both  with  regard  to  prices 
and  in  other  respects  also. 

The  best  indication  of  the  popularity  of  the  town  as  an  industrial  center 
is  the  number  of  large  and  flourishing  plants  now  in  operation  there.  The 
principal  ones  are  as  follows  :

N.  J.  Adamant  Manufacturing  Company,  wall  plaster,  employ  35  men. 
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Thomas  E.  Gleason,  wire  cloth,  employs  16  men.

in  large  numbers  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  population  that  is  growing  with 
extraordinary  rapidity.  Nowhere  else  in  the  State  has  the  building  loan 
movement  taken  deeper  root,  and  nowhere  is  the  beneficient  results  of  that 
great  system  of  co-operative  banking  more  clearly  manifest.  Any  family 
having  a  regular  income,  no  matter  how  small,  may,  through  membership  in 
one  of  these  societies,  become  the  owner  of  a  home  proportionate  to  its 
means. 

The  educational  institutions  of  Elizabeth  are  equal  in  efficiency  to  those 
of  any  city  of  its  class  in  either  the  State  or  the  Nation.  There  are  twelve 
public  schools — grammar  and  primary — and  one  High  School ;  in  addition  to 
these  there  are  three  first-class  preparatory  schools  in  which  pupils  are  fitted 
for  college,  and  six  parochial  schools  with  courses  of  instruction  similar,  to 
those  pursued  in  the  public  schools.  Besides  these  there  are  three  private 
schools  in  which  young  people  of  both  sexes  are  trained  for  business. 

Every  Christian  denomination  is  represented  in  Elizabeth  by  several 
churches,  the  Catholics,  Methodists,  Presbyterians  and  Baptists  having  the 
largest  number.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  three  synagogues  to  meet  the 
wants  of  a  large  and  increasing  Jewish  element  in  the  population. 

Elizabeth  has  a  well  organized  and  equipped  paid  fire  department  consisting 
of  six  steam  engines,  three  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  a  water  tower  and  several 
hose  carriages ;  the  water  front  is  guarded  by  three  fire  tugs.  Fire  hydrants 
with  high  water  pressure  are  found  at  all  street  corners. 

The  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade  writes  in  part  as  follows  concerning 
the  advantages  of  Elizabeth  as  an  industrial  center.

The  city  has  a  perfect  sewer  system  running  under  all  streets,  a 
water  supply  equal  to  the  best  provided  elsewhere,  and  trolley  lines*  to 
Newark,  New  York,  and  all  suburban  centers  within  a  radius  of  twenty-five 
miles. 

"A  steam  ferry  making  trips  every  fifteen  minutes  connects  Elizabeth  with 
Staten  Island,  and  being  well  within  the  zone  affected  by  the  Hudson  River 
tunnels,  the  trip  between  the  city  and  New  York  will,  in  the  course  of  a  few 
months,  be  made  in  less  than  twenty  minutes,  In  a  word,  all  the  advantages 
sought  after  by  live,  progressive  managers  and  organizers  of  industry  are 
to  be  found  in  Elizabeth,  and  these  in  a  higher  degree  than  in  any  other  city 
of  its  size  in  the  State,  or  probably  in  the  entire  country.    We  offer  no 
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money  inducements  to  manufacturers,  because  our  natural  advantages  are 
of  higher  value  than  any  bounty  or  subsidy."' 

Elizabeth  has  some  of  the  most  important  industries  and  largest  industrial 
plants  in  the  country;  one  of  them,  the  Singer  Manufacturing  Company, 
makers  of  the  world  famous  Singer  sewing  machines,  furnishes  steady  em- 
ployment in  its  works  here  for  eight  thousand  (8,000)  workmen,  who  are 
among  the  best  paid  operatives  in  the  country.  In  the  various  ramifications 
of  its  business— making  and  marketing  sewing  machines — this  vast  indus- 
trial organization  has  on  its  pay  rolls  in  the  United  States  alone,  more  than 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  persons,  and  in  its  various  works  and  sales  places 
throughout  the  world,  not  less  than  ioo.oco  persons  are  employed.  This 
colossal  plant  was  moved  from  New  York  City  thirty-six  years  ago  because 
of  its  having  largely  outgrown  its  accommodations  there,  and  Elizabeth  was 
selected  as  its  future  location  after  careful  consideration  had  been  given 
to  the  advantages  offered  by  other  places  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of 
the  metropolis.

(DELAWARE  TOWNSHIP.)

These  include  an  excellent  sewer 
system,  a  water  supply  derived  from  artesian  wells,  one  mile  from  the  town 
with  a  stand-pipe  100  feet  high  and  20  feet  in  diameter  for  the  storage  of 
water  Three  newspapers  are  published  in  the  town-all  weeklies,  and 
there  is  one  flourishing  building  and  loan  association.  The  educational  wants 
of  the  community  are  supplied  by  one  large  public  school  containing  classes 
in  all  grades  from  kindergarten  to  high  school  and  two  private  schools 
(military  academies).

Garfield  is  one  of  the  most  flourishing  and  prosperous  industrial  centers 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  State.  Incorporated  as  a  borough  in  1898,  its  growth 
since  then  in  population  and  the  industries  by  which  its  people  live  has  been 
remarkable.  Its  population  has  increased  upwards  of  41  per  cent,  since  1905, 
and  its  industries  show  a  corresponding  expansion  for  the  same  fime. 
Although  there  are  many  industries  of  more  than  average  size  now  located 
here,  a  supply  of  labor  sufficient  to  meet  all  future  demands  may  be  depended 
upon.  The  most  liberal  concessions,  both  in  the  matter  of  land  prices  and 
taxation,  will  be  accorded  to  all  who  start  new  industries  here.  The  town  is 
partly  sewered  and  will  soon  be  entirely  so.  A  municipal  water  plant  con- 
sisting of  artesian  wells  290  feet  deep,  furnishes  an  abundant  supply  of  the 
purest  water,  which  is  piped  to  practically  all  residences  and  factories  in 
the  borough.

The  town  has  a  thorough  sewer 
system  now  under  construction,  and  a  water  supply  which  is  piped  to 
practically  all  residents  and  factory  buildings.  There  is  one  school,  eighth 
grade,  and  two  churches  of  the  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian  denominations. 
An  organization  of  public  spirited  citizens  makes  a  special  business  of  look- 
ing after  the  material  welfare  of  the  town.  This  body  is  called  the  "Good 
and  Welfare  Association."  Its  president  and  secretary  are  respectively  J. 
J.  Kraus  and  J.  Deremer.  Public  sentiment  is  very  favorable  to  the  develop- 
ment of  manufacturing  industry,  and  the  number  of  residents  available  for 
employment  is  reported  as  50  men  and  25  women.  This  force  can  be  increased 
to  practically  an  unlimited  extent  by  drawing  on  the  residents  of  large 
nearby  towns  that  are  connected  by  both  steam  and  trolley  lines  with  Gar- 
wood.

Any  kind  of 
legitimate  industry  will  be  welcomed,  but  glass  works,  brick  or  cement  works 
or  the  manufacture  of  tin  cans  are  suggested  as  having  each  some  local  cir- 
cumstance in  its  favor.  By  reason  of  the  proximity  of  the  town  to  other 
populous  places  the  supply  of  labor— which  is  of  an  uncommonly  intelligent 
and  orderly  kind— is  practically  unlimited.  As  to  the  advantages  of  Gibbs- 
boro as  a  location  for  manufacturing  industry,  the  fact  of  its  having  been 
chosen  by  the  John  Lucas  Company,  one  of  the  largest  producers  of  paints 
and  varnish  in  the  country,  as  the  home  of  its  great  plant,  is  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  these  are  not  over-rated. 

The  town  has  one  public  school,  ungraded,  and  three  churches— Episcopal, 
Catholic  and  Methodist.  A  prosperous  building  and  loan  association,  with

Great  Meadows  is  situated  in  an  exceedingly  picturesque  and  fertile  farm- 
ing country,  with  a  very  good  outlet  for  freight  and  express  matter  over  the 
lines  of  the  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  Railroad,  which  carries  a  large  pro- 
portion of  its  farm  products  to  the  markets  of  New  York,  Newark,  Paterson, 
Jersey  City  and  Philadelphia. 

The  Pequest  Valley,  in  which  the  village  is  located,  contains  five  thous- 
and acres  of  meadow  land  composed  of  rich  black  soil,  especially  adapted 
to  growing  the  finest  quality  of  farm  produce,  particularly  celery  and  onions. 
Upwards  of  1,000  acres  of  this  land  now  cleared  and  ready  for  cultivation 
will  be  sold  in  plots  of  any  size  at  very  moderate  prices.

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Guttenburg  has  a  sewer  system,  water  works,  electric  power  and  lighting, 
lng  distance  and  local  telephones,  a  volunteer  fire  department,  consisting  of 
one  engine,  one  truck  and  two  hose  companies;  first-class  trolley  service, 
libraries,  schools  and  churches,  building  and  loan  societies  and  fraternal  or- 
ganizations of  many  kinds;  fine,  well  kept  streets  and  practically  every  other 
convenience  usually  found  in  a  progressive  modern  community.  Connected 
with  New  York  by  under-river  tunnels  and  ferryboats,  the  advantages  and 
attractions  of  the  great  metropolis  for  either  business  or  pleasure  are  in 
easy  reach  of  all  residents  of  the  town.

Hackensack,  the  most  populous  city  of  Bergen  county,  has  a  fine  sewer 
system  and  water  works,  paved  streets  and  flagged  sidewalks,  gas  and  elec- 
tric lighting,  trolley  lines  connecting  with  all  large  towns  in  Passaic  and 
Hudson  counties,  fine  schools  and  churches,  libraries,  fraternal  organizations, 
building  and  loan  societies,  with  substantially  every  other  requisite  of  social 
and  business  life  offered  by  any  progressive  modern  town  of  its  class. 

The  city  has  an  extensive  water  front  on  the  Hackensack  River,  which 
affords  a  waterway  for  fair  sized  coast  and  river  boats  to  the  waters  of 
Staten  Island  Sound,  New  York  Bay  and  Hudson  River.

Hackettstown  is  situated  on  the  main  line  of  the  Lackawanna  Railroad, 
fifty-seven  miles  from  New  York  City,  a  location  which  is  unsurpassable  for 
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attractive  scenery,  stimulating  air  and  general  healthfulness.  Paved  streets 
and  macadamized  roads,  electric  lighting,  public  water  supply  drawn  from 
never  failing  springs  on  Schooley's  Mountain,  which  is  stored  in  large 
reservoirs  and  distributed  by  mains  throughout  the  town;  this  water  is 
abundant  in  quantity  and  equal  to  the  purest  found  elsewhere  in  the  State. 
Hackettstown  is  the  seat  of  the  Centenary  Collegiate  Institute,  which  was 
rebuilt  in  1901  at  a  cost  of  $300,000;  it  possesses  besides  a  large  public  school 
covering  all  grades  up  to  and  including  the  High  School.  The  Centenary 
Collegiate  Institution  is  among  the  foremost  educational  establishments^  of 
the  country.  There  are  several  fine  hotels  and  four  handsome  church  build- 
ings representing  the  Presbyterian,  Catholic,  Episcopal  and  Methodist  de- 
nominations. 

A  volunteer  fire  department  consisting  of  two  volunteer  companies  and 
street  hydrants  with  140  pounds  water  pressure. 

The  townspeople  are  very  favorably  disposed  toward  manufacturing  in- 
dustry, and  anything  in  that  line  requiring  adult  labor  would  be  welcomed. 
The  quantity  of  land  available  for  industrial  purposes  is  practically  unlim- 
ited, and  every  concession  permitted  by  law  will  be  made  in  favor  of  new 
industries.  Manufacturers  seeking  a  location  in  good  faith  will,  if  the  in- 
dustry is  a  desirable  one  and  likely  to  employ  a  considerable  number  of 
operatives,  be  given  a  building  site  free  of  charge  and  if  necessary  capital 
also  will  be  subscribed.

Hackettstown  has  an  active  Board  of  Trade  incorporated  in  1903,  with  a 
membership  limited  to  property  owners  and  men  actually  engaged  in  busi- 
ness. This  body  has,  since  its  formation,  both  inspired  and  guided  the  "for- 
ward movement,"  which  has  done  so  much  toward  making  the  attractions,  and 
advantages  of  the  place  known.  In  addition  to  its  bank  the  town  has  a 
prosperous  building  and  loan  association  with  60  stockholders  and  assets 
amounting  to  $24,000.  Two  weekly  newspapers  are  published  here  and  there 
are  many  lodges  representative  of  the  principal  fraternal  orders,  among  them 
being  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Red  Men,  American  Me- 
chanics, etc. 

One  foundry  building  is  idle  and  can  be  either  rented  or  purchased  at 
reasonable  figures.  There  is  a  water  power  in  the  vicinity  running  several 
grist  mills,  which  is  susceptible  of  much  greater  development.  The  soil  of 
the  neighboring  country  is  very  good,  and  all  lands  are  under  cultivation.

The  com- 
munity supports  one  public  school  of  the  eighth  grade  and  one  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  A  manufacturing  industry  of  any  kind  would  be  very 
welcome,  and  it  seems  as  though  a  brick  works  might  do  particularly  well, 
as  there  are  large  deposits  of  clay  of  the  right  kind  in  the  vicinity.  There 
is  a  water  power  in  the  neighborhood  which  is  reported  to  be  of  ten  horse 
capacity.    The  soil  is  good  and  all  land  under  cultivation;  no  farms  for  sale. 

Hibernia  (H  3),  Morris  County. 

(rockaway  township.) 

On  the  High  Bridge  Branch  of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey;  sta- 
tion in  the  town.  Population,  1,000.  Banking  town,  Rockaway.  A  money 
order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service, 
United  States  Company.    Tax  rate,  $1.17. 

Hibernia  has  been  long  known  as  a  distinctively  mining  town,  iron  mining 
being  practically  the  only  industry  of  the  place.  The  ore  is  high  grade 
magnetic,  and  the  business  is  under  the  sole  control  of  Joseph  Wharton,  who 
employs  about  650  men.  The  town  supports  two  public  schools  covering 
from  first  to  ninth  grade,  and  two  churches-Catholic  and  Methodist.  Public 
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sentiment  is  strongly  in  favor  of  industrial  growth,  and  any  kind  of  a  mill 
or  machine  works  employing  the  labor  of  men  and  women  would  be  wel- 
comed. The  number  reported  ready  to  accept  employment  is  300  men  and 
from  300  to  400  women.  Land  will  be  sold  for  factory  purposes  at  greatly 
reduced  prices. 

There  is  a  fine  water  power  here  with  every  opportunity  for  developing 
the  same  to  much  beyond  its  present  capacity.  The  soil  of  the  surrounding 
country  is  good,  and  the  crops  reported  are  wheat,  corn  and  rye.  No  farms 
reported  for  sale.  The  foreign  immigrant  population  is  reported  at  200

Population, 
1,700.  A  banking  town,  one  bank.  Money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and 
telephone  connections.  Express  service,  United  States  Company.  Value  of 
taxable  property,  $900,000.    Tax  rate,  $1.74. 

High  Bridge  is  situated  on  the  South  Branch  of  the  Raritan  River  (not 
navigable).  The  town  has  perfect  natural  drainage,  and  an  excellent  water 
works  with  high  pressure  derived  from  gravity,  which  insures  first-class  fire 
protection.  The  water  supply  is  drawn  from  mountain  springs,  and  is  of  a 
particularly  fine  quality.  The  river  affords  water  power  estimated  at  250 
horse.  The  largest  of  the  power  plants  is  utilized  by  the  steel  and  iron  works, 
and  others  are  used  by  flour  and  grist  mills.  The  water  power  already 
in  use  has  by  no  means  exhausted  the  capacity  of  the  river,  and  the  oppor- 
tunities for  its  extension  are  still  very  great. 

High  Bridge  has  one  building  and  loan  society,  with  200  stockholders, 
and  assets  amounting  to  $12,000.  One  weekly  newspaper  is  published  in  the 
place.  There  is  one  large  public  school  building  containing  eight  rooms,  in 
which  the  entire  course  from  kindergarten  to  high  school  is  covered.  The 
community  supports  three  churches— Methodist,  Catholic  and  Dutch  Re- 
formed.   There  is  also  a  very  active  and  efficient  Board  of  Trade. 

The  townspeople  are  interested  in  everything  promising  the  promotion  of 
industrial  expansion,  and  will  meet  parties  desiring  to  start  factories  there 
in  a  very  liberal  spirit.  Preference  is  expressed  for  a  silk  mill,  or  a  manu- 
factory of  knit  goods,  but  any  light  industry  would  do  well  so  far  as  loca- 
tion and  labor  supply  is  concerned.  There  is  said  to  be  a  particularly  fine 
opportunity  here  for  some  one  to  embark  in  the  lumber  trade.  The  number 
of  persons  reported  as  available  for  employment  is  150.  Land  for  factory 
building  purposes  situated  close  to  the  river  or  the  railroad  can  be  bought  at 
reduced  prices.  A'  fine  water  power  plant  is  for  sale.  A  very  superior  quality 
of  "graphite"  is  found,  here,  and  some  years  ago  a  large  four-story  building 
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was  erected  for  the  purpose  of  working  these  deposits.  The  works  have 
been  closed  for  some  time  because  of  disagreement  among  the  stockholders, 
and  the  building  can  be  bought  or  rented  at  very  moderate  figures.  The  sup- 
ply of  graphite  is  abundant. 

High  Bridge  has  excellent  railroad  service.;  practically  all  trains  to  and 
from  New  York,  Wilkesbarre,  Scranton  and  other  points  in  the  coal  and 
iron  regions  of  Pennsylvania  stop  there.  The  distance  to  New  York  City  is 
fifty-two  miles,  and  to  Easton  20  miles. 

There  is  no  better  location  anywhere  for  an  industry  using  large  quanti- 
ties of  steel  and  iron,  as  the  town  is  situated  on  the  main  line  of  the  Central 
Railroad,  which  is  the  great  highway  for  transportation  to  and  from  the 
coal  and  iron  regions  of  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania. 

The  general  locality  in  which  the  town  is  situated  is  semi-mountainous, 
with  bracing,  pure  air  and  no  form  of  malaria  whatever.  In  the  very  center 
of  the  great  peach  growing  belt  of  northern  New  Jersey,  surrounded  by  an 
exceedingly  rich  fruit  growing  country,  High  Bridge  should  be  an  ideal 
place  for  a  fruit  canning  plant. 

The  principal  industry  of  High  Bridge  is  the  large  plant  of  the  Taylor 
Iron  and  Steel  Company,  in  which  upwards  of  1,000  men  are  now  employed. 
These  works  were  established  in  early  colonial  times,  and  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War  cannon  and  cannon  balls  were  cast  there  for  the  American 
forces.  At  present  the  Taylor  Steel  and  Iron  Company  produces  steel  and 
iron  castings,  car  wheels  and  axles,  manganese  and  other  steel  works— cast  and 
forged— and  steel  projectiles  of  large  and  small  calibre  for  the  Government. 

The  foreign  immi- 
grants number  about  100  Polacks  and  100  Hungarians. 

Highlands  (J  5),  Monmouth  County. 

(middletown  township.) 

On  the  Atlantic  Highlands  Branch  of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jer- 
sey; station  in  the  town.  Population,  1,192.  Banking  town,  Atlantic  High- 
lands or  Seabright.  A  money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  con- 
nections. Express  service,  United  States  Company.  Value  of  taxable  prop- 
erty, $462,150.    Tax  rate,  $1.28. 

Situated  on  the  Shrewsbury  River,  the  town  has  a  line  of  fine  steamboats 
connecting  with  '  New  York  City.  The  railroad  service  is  very  good, 
and  there  is  thus  a  choice  of  routes  for  the  shipment  of  freight  which 
should  prove  very  advantageous  to  manufacturers.  The  town  has  good 
natural  drainage,  and  its  water  supply  is  derived  from  two  artesian  wells,  a 
pumping  station  and  standpipe  at  an  elevation  of  200  feet,  which  gives  a 
pressure  of  80  pounds  to  the  square  inch.  A  fine  electric  lighting  and 
power  plant,  and  for  fire  protection  street  hydrants  are  distributed  at  inter- 
vals of  500  feet  over  the  entire  town. 

Highlands  has  one  weekly  newspaper,  one  grammar  schoool,  and  three 
churches— Methodist,  Catholic  and  Episcopal.  The  fraternal  orders  are 
represented  by  lodges  of  Red  Men,  Foresters  of  America,  etc. 
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Public  sentiment  is  warmly  favorable  to  manufacturing  industry,  and 
practically  any  kind  of  a  plant  would  be  welcomed.  There  is  a  large  tract 
along  the  railroad  and  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  river,  out  of  which 
factory  sites  can  be  secured  at  very  low  rates ;  it  is  possible  also  that  the  local 
Board  of  Trade  would  extend  financial  help  toward  starting  an  industry  if 
the  same  should  be  required. 

Highlands  is  a  very  well  known  summer  resort,  the  population  of  which 
is  increased  to  about  6,000  during  the  summer  months.  The  opportunities 
for  fishing  and  boating  are  unsurpassed  anywhere  on  the  coast.  The  only 
industry  here  at  present  is  a  manufactory  of  "double  air-space  building 
blocks"  owned  by  Christian  Williams,  who  employs  4  men.  For  further 
particulars,  address  C.  J.  Maison,  secretary  Board  of  Trade. 

Hightstown  (H  5),  Mercer  County. 

(EAST  WINDSOR  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad ;  station 
in  the  town.  Population,  2,160.  A  banking  town,  one  bank.  Money  order 
post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  Adams 
Company.    Value  of  taxable  property,  $1,120,064.    Tax  rate,  $1.07. 

The  town  has  an  excellent  water  supply,  and  is  partly  sewered.  Has 
well  kept  streets,  fine  stores,  electric  lighting  and  power  plant,  and  is  a  most 
attractive  place  for  either  residential  or  business  purposes.  Situated  on  a 
fine  railroad,  about  midway  between  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  the  trip 
to  either  of  these  cities  can  be  made  in  little  more  than  one  hour.  The 
community  supports  one  building  and  loan  society,  which  has  125  stock- 
holders, and  assets  amounting  to  $50,000;  one  weekly  newspaper  is 
published  in  the  place.  There  is  one  large  public  school  covering  all  grades 
including  high  school.  The  churches — nine  in  number— are  divided  in  the 
ratio  of  one  each  among  the  following  denominations :  Catholic,  Presbyterian, 
Baptist,  Methodist  Episcopal,  Methodist  and  Universalists.  The  fraternal 
orders  are  represented  by  lodges  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Foresters,  Red 
Men,  Knights  of  Pythias,  etc. 

Hightstown  has  a  fine  private  academy  known  as  "Peddie  Institute,"  in 
which  young  men  are  prepared  for  college.  There  is  usually  an  annual 
average  of  two  hundred  students  in  the  school.  The  fire  department  is  com- 
posed of  several  volunteer  companies  equipped  with  modern  apparatus.  Pub- 
lic sentiment  in  the  borough  is  strongly  inclined  to  favor  manufacturing 
industry,  and  a  choice  of  factory  sites  may  be  had  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 
Public  spirited  people  of  the  town  have  in  the  past  given  factory  sites  free 
of  cost,  and  also  in  some  instances  contributed  to  the  capital  of  industries 
established  there.  This  they  would  in  all  probability  be  willing  to  do  again 
in  the  case  of  particularly  desirable  lines  of  manufacture. 

One  brick  and  frame  factory  building,  60x100  feet  exclusive  of  engine  room, 
and  two  stories  high,  and  also  one  frame  building  40x60  feet  and  one-story 
high,  are  for  sale  or  will  be  rented  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
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The  soil  of  the  surrounding  country  is  excellent,  and  fine  crops  of  farm 
products  and  fruits  are  raised.  All  the  land  is  under  cultivation,  and  there 
are  no  farms  for  sale.  The  foreign  immigrants  residing  in  the  town  are  re- 
ported to  be  about  20  Russian  Jews,  and  25  Italians.

Highwood  (D  3),  Bergen  County. 

(dngmtwood  township.) 

On  the  Erie  Railroad;  station  in  the  village.  Population,  1,000.  Banking 
town,  Englewood.  A  money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  con- 
nections.   Express  service,  Wells-Fargo  Company.    Tax  rate,  $2.13. 

Highwood  is  situated  on  the  Palisades,  two  miles  west  of  the  Hudson 
River,  and  is  therefore  within  easy  reach  of  New  York.  The  town  has  a 
sewer  system  and  a  first-class  water  supply  carried  in  mains  to  all  parts 
of  the  town.  Fine,  well  kept  streets  and  residences,  electric  lighting,  ex- 
cellent railroad  service  and  moderate  freight  and  passenger  rates  are  among 
the  attractive  features  of  the  town.  Fire  protection  is  provided  by  a  volun- 
teer department,  consisting  of  one  hose  and  one  hook  and  ladder  company, 
with  numerous  fire  hydrants.

A  banking  town — seven  banks  and  trust  companies  with  bank- 
ing powers.  Money  order  post  office  with  practically  unlimited  telegraph 
and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  Adams,  National,  United  States 
and  Wells-Fargo  Companies.  Value  of  taxable  property,  $68,000,000.  Tax 
rate,  $1.44. 

Hoboken  occupies  the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson  River  opposite  the  lower 
middle  section  of  New  York  City,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  line  of 
fine  ferryboats  belonging  to  the  Lackawanna  Railroad,  and  also  by  the 
McAdoo  tunnels. 

Trolley  service  to  all  parts  of  the  city  and  to  all  municipalities  in  Hud- 
son, Essex,  Union  and  Passaic  counties.  Besides  its  banks  Hoboken  has 
one  building  and  loan  society  with  634  stockholders  and  assets  amountmg 
to  $450,000.  One  daily  and  three  weekly  papers  are  published  in  the  city, 
and  there  are  nine  grammar  and  one  High  School.  Besides  the  public 
schools  there  are  three  high  class  private  institutions  of  learning.  These 
are :  Hoboken  Academy,  Stevens'  High  School  and  Stevens'  Institute  of 
Technology.  The  churches  are  twenty-three  in  number,  and  represent  prac- 
tically every  know  Christian  denomination,  with  one  or  two  congrega- 
tions of  Hebrews.  The  fraternal  orders  are  represented  by  lodges  of  Masons, 
Red  Men,  Royal  Arcanum,  Elks,  Odd  Fellows,  etc. 

Hoboken  has  a  first-class  sewer  system,  which  affords  perfect  drainage 
to  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  also  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water.  The 
streets  are  well  paved  and  there  are  several  electric  lighting  and  power 
plants,  large  public  halls,  local  and  long  distance  telephones  and  a  well  or- 
ganized paid  fire  department  are  among  the  advantages  which  residents 
enjoy.  Hoboken  has  a  very  active  Board  of  Trade  which  exercises  an  over- 
sight in  all  matters  affecting  the  material  interests  of  the  city.

(borough  of  hohokus.) 

On  the  Erie  Railroad ;  station  one-eighth  mile  from  town  Population, 
700.  Banking  town,  Ridgewood.  A  money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and 
telephone  connections.  Express  service,  Wells-Fargo  Company.  Value  of 
taxable  property,  $271,975.    Tax  rate,  $1.48. 

Hohokus  is  admirably  situated  for  either  residential  or  manufacturing 
purposes;  the  place  enjoys  good  natural  drainage,  and  its  water  supply  is 
derived  from  driven  wells.  The  climate  is  exceptionally  healthful,  and  rail- 
road facilities  are  all  that  could  be  desired.

In  addition  to  its  other  savings  institutions,  Jersey  City  has  39  building 
and  loan  societies,  with  an  aggregate  of  12,436  stockholders,  and  accumulated 
assets  amounting  to  $7,172,831.  There  are  two  daily  newspapers  and  three 
weeklies  published  in  the  city.  The  public  schools — including  the  high 
school  and  training  school — are  thirty-four  in  number.  The  aggregate  seat- 
ing capacity  is  equal  to  the  requirements  of  nearly  28,000  pupils,  and  the  total 
value  of  school  property  within  the  city  limits  is  approximately  $2,500,000. 
In  addition  to  these  educational  institutions  which  are  maintained  by  public 
funds,  there  are  several  parochial  and  other  private  schools  in  the  city.  The 
free  public  library,  which  represents  an  investment  of  nearly  $400,000,  con- 
tains upwards  of  100,000  volumes,  including  works  in  the  law  and  medical 
departments.  The  library  has  fifteen  delivery  stations  located  in  the  most 
convenient  parts  of  the  city,  and  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  circulation 
passes  through  these  agencies. 

Jersey  City  enjoys  an  equally  rich  endowment  of  churches.  The  number  of 
buildings — large  and  architecturally  beautiful  structures  for  the  most  part — 
devoted  to  religious  purposes  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-two.  The  denomi- 
nations represented  in  this  large  aggregate  and  the  number  of  churches  owned 
by  each  are  as  follows:  Baptist,  11;  Catholic,  18;  Christadelphians,  2;  Chist- 
ian  Science,  1. Congregational,  2;  Evangelican,  Lutheran,  17;  Independent,  1; 
Jewish,  3 ;  Methodist  Episcopal,  23 ;  Non-Sectarian,  7 ;  Presbyterian,  7 ; 
United  Presbyterian,  3;  Protestant  Episcopal,  12;  Dutch  Reformed.  13;  Re- 
formed Episcopal,  1  ;  and  Universalist,  1. 

In  population  and  annual  value  of  manufactured  goods,' Jersey  City  among 
all  the  municipalities  of  the  State,  is  second  only  to  Newark.  The  special 
advantages  that  have  led  to  the  great  commercial  and  industrial  development 
of  Jersey  City  is  the  fact  that  only  a  river  traversed  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night  by  a  large  fleet  of  powerful  steam  ferry  boats  separates  it  from 
New  York.  The  growth  of  the  past  however  will  seem  relatively  insignificant 
when  compared  with  that  which  is  sure  to  follow  the  practical  business  unifi- 
cation of  the  two  cities  by  means  of  the  Hudson  River  Tunnels,  which  are 
now  open  to  the  public. 

Other  important  advantages  that  have  very  largely  influenced  the  city's 
growth  are :  Railroad  communication  with  all  parts  of  the  continent  by 
means  of  the  great  trunk  lines  which  have  their  terminals  there;  a  choice  of 
competing  routes  for  the  shipment  of  freights  to  and  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  its  position  on  the  Hudson  River  and  New  York  Bay,  which 
affords  deep  water  communication  with  every  seaport  in  the  world.  In- 
ternally there  are  many  influences  that  have  materially  assisted  the  growth  of 
the  city  in  the  past  and  will  surely  be  helpful  in  bringing  about  an  even 
greater  expansion  in  the  future.  There,  in  part:  Low  rents,  reasonable  tax 
rates,  well  paved  streets,  an  abundant  water  supply,  good  local  transportation 
service,  ample  police  and  fire  protection,  and  an  unlimited  labor  supply  from 
which  operatives  skilled  in  practically  all  trades  can  be  drawn. 
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Jersey  City  has  eight  city  parks,  the  aggregate  area  of  which  amount  to 
twenty-nine  acres;  besides  these  there  is  a  fine  county  park  on  the  western 
slope  of  Bergen,  the  larger  part  of  which  will  be  well  within  the  populous  dis- 
tricts of  the  city.  The  area  of  this  reservation  will  be  upwards  of  two 
hundred  acres.  Jersey  City  has  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  systems 
of  trolley  service  to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  State.  The  lines  traverse  all 
parts  of  the  city,  and  connect  with  all  municipalities  in  Hudson,  Bergen, 
Passaic,  Essex  and  Union  counties.  Jersey  City  has  a  total  of  two  hundred 
and  two  miles  of  streets,  of  which  one  hundred  and  eighteen  are  wholly 
paved,  twenty-four  and  one-half  partly  improved,  and  fifty-nine  and  one-half 
unimproved. 

Fire  protection  of  the  most  efficient  character  is  provided  by  a  thoroughly 
organized  paid  department,  fully  equipped  with  the  very  latest  and  most 
effective  apparatus.  The  water  supply  plant,  which  is  owned  by  the  city, 
cost  approximately  $8,000,000.  The  plant  is  calculated  on  a  daily  consump- 
tion of  50,000,000  of  gallons,  but  is  capable  of  distributing  70,000,000.  The 
water  shed  controlled  by  the  city  yields  an  average  of  120,000,000.  gallons 
daily. 

Public  sentiment  is  highly  favorable  to  manufacturing  industry,  and  such 
enterprises  are  encouraged  in  every  possible  way  by  the  local  Board  of  Trade 
and  the  municipal  authorities.

Kenvil  is  situated  in  a  beautiful  valley  surrounded  by  mountain  scenery 
of  the  most  picturesque  character.  A  more  healthful  and  stimulating  climate 
is  not  to  be  found  anywhere.

Practically  any 
kind  of  industry  not  requiring  water  power  would  find  conditions  here 
satisfactory.  Labor  is  plentiful  and  wages  are  low.  The  number  reported 
as  available  for  employment  is  150  men  and  75  women. 

The  community  supports  one  school  of  primary  and  grammar  grades, 
and  one  Episcopal  Church.

Netcong  is 
practically  the  business  center  of  an  important  part  of  the  iron  district  of 
Morris  county,  and  the  iron  trade  is  the  basis  of  all  the  industrial  activity 
which  prevails  there. 

The  soil  of  the  outlying  country  is  good,  and  the  land  is  quite  well  culti- 
vated. The  foreign  immigrants  in  the  vicinity  are  limited  to  from  75  to  100 
Italians,  mostly  employed  as  laborers.  Fire  protection  is  provided  by  high- 
pressure  street  hydrants  and  several  volunteer  companies.  The  U.  S.  Mineral 
Wool  Company  has  a  plant  here  in  which  16  men  are  employed.  The  product 
is  a  species  of  wool  made  from  furnace  slag.

Netherwood  (H  4),  Union  County. 

On  the  main  line  of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey.    A  fine  residence 
section  of  the  city  of  Plainfield,  which  since  its  incorporation  with  that  town,

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has  retained  its  original  railroad  name  and  station.  An  almost  exclusively 
select  residence  district,  with  sewers,  water  supply,  and  well  kept  streets 
lined  by  beautiful  shade  trees  and  fine  residences.  Trolley  lines  connect  with 
all  towns  east  and  west,  and  the  schools,  churches,  police  and  fire  departments 
of  Plainfield,  serve  the  needs  in  these  respects  of  the  residents  of  Netherwood. 

Newark  (I  4),  Essex  County. 

All  of  the  following  named  railroads  have  one  or  more  stations  in  the  city 
of  Newark:  Pennsylvania;  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey;  Delaware, 
Lackawanna  and  Western;  Erie;  Lehigh  Valley;  Newark  and  New  York, 
and  New  York  and  Greenwood  Lake,  fourteen  stations  in  all.  Population, 
357,000.  A  banking  town,  with  seven  national  banks,  five  savings  banks,  five 
trust  companys  with  banking  powers,  and  one  hundred  and  three  building 
loan  societies,  with  32,000  stockholders  and  $16,500,000  assets.  National  and 
international  money  order  post  ofhce,  with  several  sub-stations.  Unlimited 
telegraph  and  telephone  connection  available  in  all  parts  of  the  city.  Ex- 
press service,  Adams,  United  States,  National,  Wells-Fargo,  and  numerous 
local  companies  doing  business  between  New  York,  Jersey  City,  Newark  and 
other  Hudson  and  Essex  county  towns.    Tax  rate,  $1.63. 

Distance  to  New  York  City  by  rail  eight  miles ;  by  water  via  Passaic  River 
and  Newark  Bay,  fifteen  miles.  The  water  frontage  of  the  city  on  river  and 
bay  is  eleven  miles  inj  extent,  and  good  docking  facilities  exist  over  the 
greater  part  of  this  line.  The  Federal  government  has  been  for  some  years 
back  improving  this  important  waterway,  and  a  broad  channel  sixteen  feet 
at  low  water  now  connects  the  city  with  the  Kill  Von  Kull  and  New  York 
Bay.  This  great  work,  together  with  the  canal  of  corresponding  depth,  de- 
signed to  connect  the  southern  section  of  the  city  with  the  river  and  bay, 
will  in  the  near  future  place  Newark  in  a  high  position  among  the  im- 
portant commercial  centers  of  the  country. 

Newark's  water  supply  is  drawn  from  the  Pequannock  Valley  water  shed, 
a  distance  of  twenty-six  miles  from  the  city.  There  are  nine  reservoirs,  with 
a  maximum  storage  capacity  of  9,923,500,000  gallons.  The  average  daily  water 
supply  is  50,000,000,  and  the  average  daily  consumption  is  35,000,000  gallons, 
or  approximately  100  gallons  per  capita  of  population.  There  are  352  miles  of 
water  mains,  and  2,752  fire  hydrants.  Water  is  supplied  to  the  city  under  two 
systems  of  pressure — one  for  ordinary  purposes,  ranges  from  25  to  75  pounds ; 
the  other  designed  mainly  for  dealing  with  fires,  ranges  in  pressure  from  90 
to  160  pounds.  Cost  of  water  to  consumers  who  use  meters,  $1.12^4  per  1,000 
cubic  feet,  which  is  equal  to  7,500  gallons.  The  water  supply  plant  is  the 
property  of  the  municipality  and  cost  $11,957,000.  The  water  is  pure,  soft 
and  satisfactory  for  all  purposes. 

Newark  covers  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  one-half  (181^)  miles 
of  paved  streets  and  eighty-seven  (87)  miles  of  partly  improved  and  un- 
paved  streets.    Underlying  these  streets  ar  seventy-five  and  one-half  (75V2 ) 
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miles  of  brick  and  concrete  sewers,  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (178) 
miles  of  pipe  sewer,  and  three  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  (3,251) 
catch  basins.  These  sewers  drain  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  have  outlets  suited 
to  all  sectional  requirements. 

The  trolley  lines  of  Newark  provide  facilities  for  inter-community  and 
suburban  travel  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  best  to  be  found  elsewhere  in 
the  country.  All  sections  of  the  city  enjoy  this  service,  and  five  cent  fare 
with  transfer  privileges,  entitles  patrons  to  ride  anywhere  covered  by  these 
lines,  within  the  city  limits. 

The  number  of  lines  operating  within  the  city  is  twenty-one  (21),  the 
number  of  miles  of  track  is  one  hundred  and  three  (103)  and  the  number  of 
cars  in  constant  use  is  five  hundred  and  forty-three  (543). 

The  public  park  lands  within  the  city  have  an  aggregate  area  of  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight  (598)  acres,  divided  into  nineteen  city  and  four  country 
reservations.  By  far  the  larger  part  of  this  land  has  long  been  beautifully 
developed,  and  work  on  the  embellishment  of  the  remainder  is  constantly 
going  on. 

Newark  has  a  particularly  rich  endowment  of  institutions  of  learning,  and 
all  matters  relating  to  education  enlists  the  warmest  interest  of  the  entire 
community.  There  are  sixty-one  (61)  schools,  including  primary,  grammar, 
high,  normal  and  training  schools.  There  is  also  one  school  of  technology 
and  one  art  school,  both  of  which  are  part  of  the  public  school  system.  The 
total  value  of  public  school  property  is  $4,643,000.  Of  private  and  parochial 
schools  and  academys  there  are  six-one  (61),  and  in  addition  to  all  these 
there  are  six  business  schools  engaged  in  training  young  people  to  enter 
business  life. 

The  public  library — one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  State — 
contains  at  the  present  time  upwards  of  125,000  volumes  of  choice  literature, 
and  works  on  scientific  and  technical  subjects.  The  library  building  was 
erected  and  furnished  at  a  cost  of  $415,000.  That  this  fine  institution  meets 
a  real  public  want  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  its  circulation  for  1907 
reached  the  enormous  total  of  630,000  volumes.  The  maintenance  cost  of 
the  library  is  approximately  $92,000  per  year. 

Newark  is  well  provided  with  fire  protection  of  an  unquestionably  efficient 
kind.  Its  paid  department  consisting  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-three  (353) 
men,  is  equipped  with  twenty-five  steamers,  nine  hook  and  ladder  trucks, 
nineteen  chemical  engines,  and  one  water  tower.  The  annual  maintenance 
cost  of  the  department  is  $540,862. 

The  churches  of  Newark  are  divided  denominationally  as  follows :  Pres- 
byterian, 32 ;  Catholic,  27 ;  Methodist  Episcopal,  23 ;  Baptist,  23 ;  Episcopal, 
15;  Lutheran,  10;  Jewish,  8;  other  denominations,  28;  which  makes  a  grand 
total  of  166  places  in  the  city  devoted  to  religious  worship.  There  are  five 
orphan  asylums,  11  hospitals,  and  52  organizations  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  charitable  work  in  one  or  another  form.  Of  newspapers  and  periodicals 
there  are  4  dailies;  10  weeklies;  1  semi-monthly,  and  one  monthly. 
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The  fraternal  and  social  element  of  community  life  has  attained  a  high 
degree  of  development  in  Newark.  Within  the  city  limits  are  57  social  clubs 
and  576  lodges,  and  other  societies  representing  in  their  many  forms  the 
practical  application  of  the  great  principles  of  benevolence  and  mutual  assist- 
ance which  underlie  all  fraternal  orders. 

In  population,  variety  and  total  annual  value  of  manufactured  products  New- 
ark is  the  first  city  in  New  Jersey.  In  the  value  of  manufactured  goods 
it  ranks  eleventh  among  the  cities  of  the  United  States.  The  Board  of  Trade 
reports  the  total  amount  of  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  establishments 
— great  and  small — at  $130,000,000;  number  of  wage-earners  employed,  61,000, 
and  total  value  of  annual  products,  $175,000,000. 

Newark  has  a  Board  of  Trade  composed  largely  of  public  spirited  citizens 
who  are  identified  with  its  large  mercantile  and  manufacturing  interests. 
This  organization  exerts  a  powerful  influence  in  directing  municipal  policy 
to  ends  most  conducive  to  the  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the  city, 
and  its  officers  are  ready  at  all  times  to  furnish  such  information  as  may 
be  desired  relating  to  the  municipality  and  its  material  interests. 

The  passenger  and  freight  transportation  service  enjoyed  by  Newark  is 
unsurpassable.  The  trunk  lines  having  one  or  more  stations  in  the  city  run 
approximately  550  passenger  trains  and  125  freight  trains  daily,  and  the  num- 
ber of  passengers  carried  to  and  from  the  city  annually  is  reported  to  be 
14,000,000.  All  the  utilities  of  home,  social  and  business  life  may  be  en- 
joyed in  Newark,  equal  to  the  best  offered  by  the  largest  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. Fine  department  stores  and  office  buildings,  well  paved  streets,  an  un- 
limited supply  of  pure  soft  water,  banking  facilities  equal  to  all  demands, 
perfect  postal,  telegraph  and  telephone  facilities,  unsurpassable  steam  rail- 
road servfce  for  passenger  and  freight  traffic  to  any  part  of  the  continent,  a 
perfect  network  of  trolley  roads  extending  to  all  parts  of  the  city  and  its 
suburbs  and  less  than  twenty  minutes'  ride  to  New  York  City. 

It  is  claimed  for  Newark  that  the  lines  of  manufacture  carried  on  within 
its  corporate  limits  are  more  numerous  than  those  of  any  other  city  in  the 
country;  trained  workmen  can  therefore  be  readily  obtained  here  for  prac- 
tically every  known  industry.  The  phenomenal  growth  of  Newark  as  an 
indu stria1  center  fully  vindicate  the  judgment  and  foresight  of  the  enter- 
prising and  energetic  men  who  laid  its  foundation  many  years  ago  and  also 
that  of  their  latter  day  successors  under  whose  guidance  the  industrial  in- 
terests of  the  city  have  grown  to  their  present  imperial  proportions.  The 
accommodations  for  new  industries  are  practically  unlimited.  Entire  build- 
ings or  floor  space  with  steam  or  electric  power  adapted  to  all  requirements 
can  be  secured  by  purchase  or  lease,  and,  as  before  stated,  any  quantity  of 
labor—skilled  or  unskilled— may  be  readily  obtained.  Land  for  factory 
building  purposes  with  direct  steam  railroad  connections  can  be  secured  at 
reasonable  prices  and  a  few  sites  on  the  water  front  are  still  on  the  market.

Newfield,  which  is  situated  in  a  healthful  region,  is  a  thriving  and  pros- 
perous community  offering  more  than  the  average  range  of  advantages  found 
in  towns  of  the  same  class.  Ten  mails  per  day  are  received,  and  three  rural 
free  delivery  routes  have  it  as  their  distributing  point.  The  railroad  service 
is  good,  and  freight  and  passenger  rates  are  reasonable.  There  are  no  sewers, 
but  owing  to  the  elevation  there  is  very  satisfactory  natural  drainage.

Passaic  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  rapidly  growing  cities  m  the 
country,  as  shown  by  a  comparison  of  its  percentage  of  increase  in  popula- 
tion with  that  of  other  municipalities  for  the  last  decade  covered  by  the 
United  States  Census  reports.  It  is  situated  on  the  Passaic  River,  about  nine 
and  one-half  miles  from  New  York,  and  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
suburbs  within  the  same  distance  of  the  metropolis.  All  streets  in  the  resi- 
dential section— which  is  very  extensive,  are  lined  by  fine  homes,  beautiful 
shade  trees  and  well  kept  lawns.  The  streets  throughout  this  district  are  paved 
and  maintained  in  excellent  order.  A  supply  of  filtered  water  from  the  upper 
Passaic  water  shed  is  carried  in  mains  to  all  parts  of  the  city.

The 
city  has  a  fine  public  library  filled  with  select  general  literature  and  books  of 
reference.  The  library  building— a  very  handsome  one— is  a  gift  from  the 
family  of  a  gentleman  long  and  prominently  connected  with  the  manufacturing 
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interests  of  the  city,  who  died  several  years  ago.  With  true  perception  of 
the  fitness  of  things,  this  fine  institution  was  placed  in  the  center  of  the  mill 
section,  where  the  facilities  which  it  provides  for  mental  development  are  most 
required. 

Passaic  has  a  Board  of  Trade  composed  of  progressive  public  spirited 
citizens  who  pay  unremitting  attention  to  whatever  may  in  any  way  advance 
the  general  interests  of  the  city.  The  Board  pays  special  attention  to  pro- 
posals for  locating  manufacturing  industries,  selects  factory  sites  for  parties 
interested,  which  in  some  instances  are  given  free  of  cost. 

The  advantages  offered  by  Passaic  as  a  location  for  manufacturing  industry 
may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows:  Proximity  to  New  York,  Jersey  City, 
Newark  and  Paterson;  rapid  and  inexpensive  transportation  by  trolley  lines 
to  all  large  centers  of  population  in  the  middle  counties  of  the  State;  unex- 
celled shipping  facilities  to  all  points;  low  freight  rates;  a  water  route  by 
way  of  the  Passaic  River  to  New  York  Bay ;  a  water  power  of  large  capacity ;

processes  of  bleaching  and  dyeing  textile  fabrics  of  all  kinds;  an  abundant 
supply  of  labor — skilled  and  unskilled;  comparative  immunity  from  labor  dis- 
turbances, and  last,  but  not  least  in  importance,  a  fine  location  for  working 
mens'  homes.

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The  village  of  Pattenburg  is  situated  in  a  very  picturesque  and  healthful 
part  of  Hunterdon  county,  which  lies  on  the  eastern  side  of  Musconetcong 
Mountain,  adjacent  to  the  well  known  Bellwood  Park,  where  large  numbers 
of  visitors  spend  the  summer  months.

Paulsboro  is  on  Mantua  Creek,  one  mile  from  the  Delaware  River. 
Although  its  position  affords  very  satisfactory  natural  drainage,  prelimi- 
nary arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  installation  of  a  sewer  system. 
An  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  is  distributed  in  mains  to  all  parts  of  the 
town.  For  fire  protection  there  is  direct  water  pressure  on  mains,  street 
hydrants,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  three  hose  carts,  and  1,500  feet  of  hose. 
Mantua  Creek  is  navigable  by  boats  drawing  not  more  than  twelve  feet  of 
water,  and  vessels  of  fair  carrying  capacity  have  therefore  an  unobstructed 
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passage  from  the  town  to  the  deep  water  of  the  Delaware  River.  A  steam 
ferry  is  operated  between  Paulsboro  and  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the 
Delaware.  Two  weekly  newspapers  are  published  in  the  town,  and  there  is 
one  large  public  school,  which  covers  the  entire  course  of  instruction  from 
primary  to  high  school.  In  one  private  institution,  music  and  the  languages 
are  taught.  The  churches— six  in  number— are  divided  among  the  follow- 
ing denominations:  Baptist,  Congregational  Methodist,  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian, Protestant  Episcopal  and  Seventh  Day  Adventists.  The  fraternal 
orders  are  represented  by  lodges  of  Masons,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Red  Men, 
Odd  Fellows,  United  American  Workmen,  Foresters,  American  Mechanics 
and  several  others. 

Paulsboro  is  only  twelve  miles  from  Philadelphia  and  the  trip  is  made 
within  thirty  minutes.  The  transportation  facilities  are  excellent,  and  freight 
and  passenger  rates  are  low.  Public  sentiment  favors  the  extension  of  manu- 
facturing enterprise,  and  land  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  will  be  given 
free  of  cost  for  such  purposes.  Factory  sites  elsewhere  will  be  sold  at 
reduced  prices.  The  industries  best  adapted  to  local  conditions  are,  as 
reported,  cut  glass,  shirt  or  hosiery  factory,  or  leather  glazing.  These  lines 
of  work  can,  according  to  local  authority,  be  economically  operated  here. 
An  abundant  supply  of  labor  can  be  readily  obtained.  A  new  industry  set- 
tling here  would,  if  required,  receive  financial  assistance  provided  local  inves- 
tors could  be  reliably  assured  of  its  success.  Two  large  factory  buildings 
are  now  idle,  and  available  for  use.  One  is  built  of  brick  and  was  formerly 
owned  by  the  American  Tin  Can  Company;  the  other  is  a  frame  structure, 
and  both  are  ready  for  immediate  occupancy. 

The  soil  of  the  surrounding  country  is  good,  and  market  garden  farming 
is  carried  on  quite  extensively,  the  produce  finding  a  ready  market  in  the 
town  itself  and  also  in  Philadelphia.  The  foreign  immigrant  population  is 
limited  to  30  Polacks  and  65  Hungarians.

(B£DMINSTER  TOWNSHIP.)

Pennsgrove  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  towns  in  the  southern  section 
of  the  State.  Situated  on  the  Delaware  River  directly  opposite  Wilmington, 
Del.,  and  has  at  command  the  very  best  facilities  for  both  rail  and  water 
transportation.  A  sewer  system  is  now  being  planned,  and  the  place  has 
long  had  an  abundant  water  supply  distributed  in  mains.  Fire  protection  is 
furnished  by  a  volunteer  department  provided  with  proper  apparatus.  One 
weekly  newspaper  is  published  in  the  town,  and  there  is  one  building  and 
loan  association  having  40  stockholders,  and  assets  amounting  to  $25,000.

On  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad;  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey;  Lehigh 
Valley  Railroad,  and  on  the  Staten  Island  Rapid  Transit  road,  which  runs 
to  New  York  City  via  ferry  from  Perth  Amboy  to  Tottenville,  and  ferry 
from  St.  George,  Staten  Island,  to  New  York  City.

Express  service,  Adams, 
United  States,  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  several  local  companies  doing  busi- 
ness between  Perth  Amboy  and  New  York.  Value  of  taxable  property, 
$15,555,267.    Tax  rate,  $1.50. 

Perth  Amboy  has  an  extended  deep  water  shore  line  on  Staten  Island 
Sound,  Raritan  River  and  Raritan  Bay.  The  channel  leading  up  the  bay  from 
Sandy  Hook  has  a  depth  of  twenty-five  feet  at  low  water,  and  at  high  tide 
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large  ocean  steamships  can  dock  in  safety.  Perth  Amboy  is  the  natural 
trading  center  for  a  wide  extent  of  territory  in  which  the  large  manufacturing 
towns  of  Woodbridge,  Carteret  and  Chrome  are  situated.  A  new  county 
bridge  to  South  Amboy  furnishes  an  inlet  to  the  city  for  the  produce  of  one 
of  the  richest  farming  districts  in  the  country,  and  a  newly  chartered  traction 
company  will  have  lines  of  electric  cars  running  to  all  coast  towns  as  far  south 
as  Atlantic  Highlands.  Other  trolley  lines  now  in  operation  connect  with 
lines  running  to  practically  all  parts  of  the  State.  Excellent  ferry  service 
with  new  boats  has  been  established  between  Perth  Amboy  and  Staten  Island. 
Two  daily  and  three  weekly  newspapers  are  published  in  the  town.  All 
municipal  institutions  and  conveniences  are  on  a  most  liberal  scale.  Water 
works  owned  by  the  municipality;  a  perfect  sewer  system  extending  to  all 
parts  of  the  city;  a  large  public  library;  a  theatre — one  of  the  finest  in  the 
State;  many  miles  of  well  paved  streets;  a  city  hospital;  electric  and  gas 
lighting  plants,  and  a  volunteer  department  of  several  companies,  which 
furnishes  the  most  efficient  kind  of  fire  protection. 

Perth  Amboy  has  seven  public  schools  of  the  primary  and  grammar  grades, 
and  one  high  school,  which  is  on  the  approved  list  of  all  the  leading  univer- 
sities of  the  country.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  four  parochial  schools  and 
one  business  college.  The  churches — seventeen  in  number,  are  divided  de- 
nominationally as  follows  :  Baptist,  1 ;  Catholic,  4 ;  Danish,  3 ;  Episcopal,  1 ; 
Greek,  1 ;  German  Lutheran,  1 ;  Jewish,  1,  and  Presbyterian,  1.  The  fraternal 
orders  are  represented  by  lodges  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Elks,  Woodmen 
of  the  World,  Foresters,  Knights  of  Pythias,  American  Mechanics,  and  many 
others. 

Perth  Amboy  is  one  of  the  most  important  industrial  centers  of  New 
Jersey,  and  owes  its  development  to  its  fine  location  and  natural  advantages. 
By  rail  it  has  the  service  of  three  trunk  lines  of  railroad,  and  by  water,  the 
unlimited  facilities  afforded  by  its  extensive  array  of  docks  in  water  deep 
enough  at  all  times  to  float  vessels  of  any  size.  Freights  may  therefore  be 
shipped  by  land  or  water  to  any  part  of  the  world.  Some  of  the  richest 
clay  deposits  to  be  found  anywhere  are  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  from 
them  has  grown  the  numerous  terra  cotta,  brick  ,and  fireproofing  industries 
for  which  this  part  of  Middlesex  county  has  long  been  famous.  These  clay 
lands  can  be  bought  at  very  reasonable  figures  considering  their  real  value. 
Lands  for  factory  building  sites  can  be  secured  on  specially  favorable  terms. 
There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  labor — skilled  and  unskilled;  tax  rates  are 
low,  habitations  plentiful,  and  rents,  cost  of  living  and  other  expenses  inci- 
dental to  residence  here  are  very  reasonable. 

Perth  Amboy  has  a  Board  of  Trade  which  is  composed  of  leading  mer- 
chants ;  this  public  spirited  organization  devotes  much  time  to  furthering 
the  industrial  and  commercial  interests  of  the  town,  assisting  parties  in  search 
of  factory  locations,  and  advising  them  with  regard  to  the  selection  of 
building  sites.

(upper  township.)

A 
money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express 
service,  United  States  Company.

Petersburg  is  situated  on  Cedar  Swamp  Creek,  from  which  a  water  power 
that  may  be  very  much  enlarged  has  been  developed.  Several  lumber  mills 
are  now  operated  by  this  power.  Manufactories  of  any  kind  would  be  wel- 
comed, but  local  preference  is  expressed  for  a  cannery  or  a  clay  working 
industry.

Phillipsburg  (E  4),  Warren  County. 

On  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey;  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and 
Western  Railroad;  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad;  the  Belvidere  Division  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  the  Lehigh  and  Hudson  River  Railroad; 
three  stations  in  center  of  the  city.  Population,  14,000.  A  banking  town, 
two  banks.  Money  order  post  office,  unlimited  telegraph  and  telephone 
connections.  Express  service,  Adams  and  United  States  Companies.  Value 
of  taxable  property,  $8,736,571.    Tax  rate,  $1.70. 

Phillipsburg  is  situated  opposite  Easton,  Pa.,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Dela- 
ware, where  the  waters  of  the  Lehigh  River  mingle  with  those  of  that 
stream.  The  trunk  lines  named  above  all  meet  at  Phillipsburg,  and  diverge 
from  there  eastward  and  westward  on  their  several  ways.  These  superb 
transportation  facilities  equalled  in  few  communities  of  the  State,  and  sur- 
passed by  none,  makes  this  city  one  of  the  choicest  locations  to  be  found 
anywhere  for  manufacturing  purposes.  It  is  only  fifty  miles  from  the  center 
of  the  anthracite  coal  field  of  Pennsylvania,  and  very  much  closer  to  the  blast 
furnaces  of  the  Lehigh  Valley,  while  the  mines  and  furnaces  of  Warren 
and  Morris  counties  are  only  a  few  miles  away.  All  the  lines  of  transporta- 
tion which  serve  these  coal  and  iron  districts,  center  at  Phillipsburg  on  their 
way  east,  thus  providing  opportunities  for  securing  material  of  this  character 
taxed  with  the  lowest  possible  expense  for  handling. 

Phillipsburg  stands  in  part  on  an  elevated  plateau  overlooking  the  Dela- 
ware River;  the  elevation  of  the  upper  town  is  nearly  four  houndred  feet, 
and  the  entire  environment  is  picturesque  and  healthful  in  the  highest  degree. 
A  perfect  sewer  system  affords  drainage  to  all  parts  of  the  place,  and  the 
water  supply  is  ample  for  all  purposes.  Gas  and  electric  plants  furnish 
lighting  and  power;  trolley  lines  connect  with  nearby  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania  towns,  well  kept  streets,  large  stores,  public  library,  and  one 
daily  newspaper,  and  a  highly  efficient  volunteer  department,  which  furnishes 
ample  fire  protection,  are  some  of  the  features  of  this  fine  municipality.

With  a  first  class 
water  route  for  freight  transportation,  and  an  improved  road  covering  the 
couple  of  miles  to  the  railroad  station,  Rancocas  may  be  regarded  as  being 
well  provided  with  facilities  for  transacting  business  and  maintaining  inter- 
course with  all  parts  of  the  State.  Public  sentiment  is  very  favorable 
to  manufacturing  industry,-  almost  any  variety  of  which  should  do  well 
here;  land  for  factory  sites  can  be  had  on  the  river  banks,  where  wharves 
can  be  built  in  water  deep  enough  for  boats  of  medium  draught.  Preference 
is  expressed  for  a  canning  factory,  a  foundry,  or  a  brick-making  plant. 
Brick  making  seems  particularly  appropriate  because  of  there  being  a  large 
deposit  of  clay  of  the  right  kind  close  to  the  river.    In  fact,  an  industry 
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of  any  kind  that  uses  water  transportation  would  find  a  good  field  here,  one 
that  had  been  doing  a  very  profitable  business  having  been  burned  down 
and  not  rebuilt  because  of  the  advanced  age  of  its  proprietor. 

Land  for  industrial  purposes  will  be  sold  at  very  low  figures,  and  finan- 
cial assistance  to  a  limited  extent  might  also  be  secured  for  a  good,  reliable 
industry.  The  number  available  for  immediate  employment  is  60  men  and 
20  women.  The  soil  of  this  region  is  excellent,  and  fine  crops  of  farm 
produce  and  fruits  are  raised  on  the  surrounding  farms.  No  farms  for  sale, 
and  no  foreign  immigrants  in  the  village.

Raritan  is  the  first  station  west  of  Somerville  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey.

The  town  is  provided 
with  both  a  sewer  system  and  water  works  of,  a  very  satisfactory  character. 
The  transportation  facilities  are  first  class,  there  being  upwards  of  twenty 
trains  per  day  going  each  way,  besides  trolley  lines  connecting  with  the 
general  traction  system  of  the  Public  Service  Corporation,  which  pass 
through  the  town  at  short  intervals.  A  good  supply  of  labor— male  or 
female — can  be  obtained  at  moderate  wages  without  difficulty.  Fire  protec- 
tion is  provided  by  high  pressure  hydrants  on  every  street  corner,  and  a 
volunteer  company  with  an  abundance  of  hose.  New  industries  of  any  kind 
will  be  welcomed,  and  for  an  enterprise  of  a  permanent  kind  seeking  a  loca- 
tion in  good  faith,  land  for  building  purposes  will  be  given  free  of  cost.

portation Company,  and  trolley  roads  to  nearby  towns  afford  perfect  facilities 
for  local  travel.  In  fact,  through  the  medium  of  its  steam  railroads  and 
tiolley  lines,  no  community  in  the  State  enjoys  better  facilities  for  travel.

All  the  advantages  offered 
at  the  best  of  mountain  health  resorts,  that  is  to  say,  pure  dry  and  bracing 
air,  beautiful  mountain  and  valley  scenery,  shady  roads  and  running  streams, 
may  be  found  here  in  ideal  combination. 

The  community  .supports  one  building  and  loan  association,  which  has  48 
stockholders  and  assets  amounting  to  $15,000.  There  is  one  large  public 
school  with  a  corps  of  ten  teachers,  and  three  churches — Catholic,  Methodist 
and  Presbyterian.  One  weekly  newspaper  is  published  hi  the  town.  Among 
other  municipal  conveniences  are  an  electric  plant  that  furnishes  lighting  and 
power  and  a  well  organized  fire  department  consisting  of  forty-five  members 
provided  with  the  best  equipment  obtainable.  The  fraternal  orders  are  rep- 
resented by  lodges  of  Royal  Arcanum,  Odd  Fellows,  Red  Men  and  American 
Mechanics. 

As  a  location  for  manufacturing  industry  the  advantages  offered  are  num- 
erous and  important.  Railroad  facilities  are  excellent;  access  may  be  had  to 
water  power  of  considerable  capacity ;  the  iron  mines  and  blast  furnaces  of 
Morris  and  Warren  counties  are  within  easy  reach  by  railroad,  and  the  labor 
supply  is  of  a  very  desirable  character  and  sufficient  in  number  to  meet  all 
possible  requirements.  The  number  reported  as  available  for  immediate  em- 
plo>ment  is  150  men.  The  townspeople  are  interested  in  everything  tending 
to  industrial  growth,  and  would  therefore  welcome  manufactories  of  any 
kind ;  the  local  conditions  are,  however,  most  favorable  to  iron  manufac- 
ture, machine  shops  and  foundries.  Industries  employing  women's  labor 
would  experience  no  difficulty  in  securing  a  large  number  of  operatives.  Par- 
ties desiring  to  locate  an  industry  in  the  town  will  be  assisted  as  far  as  possi- 
ble by  the  local  board  of  trade,  and  it  is  probable  that,  if  required,  a  limited 
amount  of  financial  assistance  might  be  procured  for  a  new  industry.  Al- 
though there  is  a  large  number  of  manufacturing  plants  in  Rockaway,  there 
is  not  now  one  idle  factory  building.  The  only  farming  carried  on  in  the 
vicinity  is  that  required  for  supplying  the  town's  needs  only;  no  shipments 
are  made  to  outside  markets.  Such  foreign  immigrants  as  are  in  the  vicinity 
reside  outside  of  Rockaway  and  are  employed  in  the  iron  mines.

Rocky  Hill  (G  5),  Somerset  County. 

( MONTGOMERY  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Rocky  Hill  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad;  station  just  out- 
side the  borough  limits.  Population,  500.  Banking  town,  Princeton,  distant 
fcur  and  one-half  miles.  A  money  order  post  office,  telegraph  and  telephone 
connections.

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Rocky  Hill  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  &  Raritan  Canal,  which  affords 
facilities  for  the  shipment  of  freights  to  and  from  many  important  commer- 
cial and  industrial  centers,  The  town  is  in  every  respect  an  excellent  location 
for  manufacturing  industry.  The  railroad  service  is  excellent,  freight  rates 
are  reasonable,  and  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of  labor  at  very  moderate 
wages.  There  is  one  public  school  and  three  churches— Dutch  Reformed. 
Episcopal  and  Methodist  Episcopal.  Of  fraternal  orders  there  are  lodges  of 
Foresters  of  America  and  American  Mechanics.  Public  sentiment  is  favor- 
able to  manufacturing  industry  and  land  for  factory  sites  can  be  purchased 
on  substantially  the  applicant's  own  terms.  If  required  local  financial  aid 
can  be  secured  for  the  purpose  of  starting  an  industry.  The  labor  force  now 
available  for  employment  is  reported  at  200  men  and  50  women.  Fire  pro- 
tection is  provided  by  two  volunteer  companies  equipped  with  a  chemical 
engine  and  hook  and  ladder  truck.  A  water  power  of  very  large  capacity 
exists  in  the  town  and  may  be  inexpensively  developed. 

A  fine  farming  country  on  which  the  usual  range  of  products  are  raised 
extends  outward  from  the  town  on  all  sides.  Dairying  is  an  important  in- 
terest of  the  farmers. 

The  foreign  immigrant  population  of  the  place  and  its  immediate  vicinity 
is  about  250  Italians.

This  village  is  owned  entirely  by  the  John  A.  Roeblings'  Sons  Company, 
of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  is  situated  between  Kinkora  and  Florence  on  the  Am- 
boy Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  The  town  fronts  on  the  Dela- 
ware River,  and  has  its  own  water  and  electric  light  plants;  gas  is  supplied 
by  the  Public  Service  Corporation,  and  the  streets  are  perfectly  sewered 
throughout  the  place.  There  are  about  300  houses,  and  the  population — 
employes  of  the  company  and  their  families — consists  largely  of  Slavs,  Poles, 
Russians,  Italians,  Swedes  and  Germans. 

Roebling  was  established  about  five  years  ago,  and  the  station  and  post 
office  about  two  years  ago.  The  houses  are  all  built  of  red  brick  with  slate 
roofs  and  have  large  yards  with  alleys  between  .streets.  All  streets  are 
paved  with  crushed  stone;  the  sidewalks  are  wide  with  grass  on  both  sides 
of  the  stone  walk.  For  the  convenience  of  the  community  there  is  one  large 
hall  for  all  kinds  of  public  gatherings;  one  hotel,  a  restaurant,  boarding 
houses,  barber  shop,  bakery,  offices  and  everything  else  required  for  com- 
fortable and  orderly  community  life. 
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For  fire  protection  there  is  a  volunteer  company  provided  with  a  hand 
engine  and  hose  carriage.  The  great  Roebling  wire  works  are  the  center 
of  the  town's  activities,  and  land,  dwellings,  public  buildings  and  every- 
thing in  the  form  of  real  property  is  owned  by  the  company.  There  are  two 
schools  furnished  and  supported  by  the  company  for  the  education  of  resident 
children,  and  the  Methodist  and  Lutheran  denominations  hold  service  and 
conduct  Sunday-schools  in  the  town  hall. 

As  Roebling  is  exclusively  a  company  town,  there  is  no  opening  there  for 
other  manufactories.  Its  influence,  however,  on  the  value  of  property  and 
growth  of  industry  and  population  over  the  immediate  surrounding  country 
cannot  be  otherwise  than  beneficial,  as  a  large  business  is  done  at  this  station 
and  shipping  facilities  are  very  good. 

The  farm  lands  surrounding  the  town  have  fairly  good  soil  of  a  sandy 
character,  and  the  products  are  principally  garden  truck. 

The  only  industry  of  Roebling  is  the  large  wire  and  rod  mills  of  the  John 
A.  Roebling  Sons'  Company,  in  which  about  1,300  men  are  employed.

615,605.    Tax  rate,  $1.56. 

A  beautifully  situated  residential  town,  with  well  kept  streets  and  roads 
lined  with  fine  shade  trees;  gas  and  electric  lighting,  five  public  and  three 
private  schools,  six  churches  representing  the  principal  Christian  denomina- 
tions;  a  perfect  sewer  system  and  a  water  supply  distributed  through  mains. 
Railroad  facilities— both  steam  and  electric— are  of  the  best.  The  trip  to  or 
from  New  York  by  the  Central  road  is  made  in  less  than  forty-five  minutes, 
and  the  number  of  passenger  trains  east  and  west  daily  is  very  large.

All  the  conveniences  of  a  well  ordered  large 
modern  municipality,  such  as  sewers,  water  works,  electric  and  gas  light- 
ing, well  kept  streets,  schools,  churches,  stores,  banks  and  building  loan  asso- 
cations,  all  of  a  high  type,  are  found  here. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  land  in  the  city  and  suburbs  admirably  adapted 
to  factory  purposes,  much  of  it  adjoining  the  railroad,  from  which  spurs  or 
sidings  can  be  readily  constructed  for  freight  handling.

Transportation  facilities 
by  rail  and  water  are  excellent,  and  electric  power  for  running  factories  may 
be  rented.

Up  to  1895  it  was  a  flourishing  business  place,  but  received  a  very  serious  set 
back  through  the  death  that  year  of  the  founder  of  the  very  extensive  ship 
building  industry,  which  up  to  that  time  had  flourished  there.  An  oM  resi- 
dent of  the  village  states  that  during  the  prosperous  period  of  its  history 
he  had  known  of  five  seagoing  ships  being  under  construction  in  the 
yards  there  at  one  time,  and  further  that  seventeen  large  sloops,  always 
kept  in  the  pink  of  condition,  were  steadily  engaged  in  carrying  cord  wood 
and  cedar  lumber  from  the  village  landing  to  Philadelphia  and  other  Dela- 
ware River  and  bay  towns.  The  business  men  for  the  most  part  had  their 
residences  and  offices  on  the  south  side  of  the  creek  while  the  ship  yards  and 
other  plants  were  on  the  north  side,  where  all  were  driven  by  a  water  power 
of  immense  capacity.  Part  of  this  power  was  derived  from  two  large  mill 
ponds,  but  by  far  the  greatest  proportion  came  from  the  dam  across  Dennis 
Creek,  which  is  here  eighty  feet  wide  and  seven  and  one-half  feet  deep. 
After  the  death  of  its  founder  and  mainstay,  shipbuilding  and  the  other  related 
industries  that  had  grown  up  about  it  experienced  a  rapid  decline,  and  soon 
ceased  almost  entirely.

The  Morris 
County  Traction  Company's  line  between  Dover  and  Hopatcong  passes 
through  the  center  of  the  town,  and  the  trip  to  either  place  is  only  a  matter 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes.  By  steam  railroad  the  trip  to  or  from  New 
York  is  made  in  a  little  more  than  an  hour,  and  to  or  from  Easton,  Newark,

delphia is  covered  in  about  two  and  one-half  hours. 

Succasunna  has  a  Board  of  Trade,  which  body  offers  as  an  inducement 
to  manufacturers  seeking  a  location  fifty  acres  of  land  on  one  of  its  prin- 
cipal streets  free  of  cost,  the  property  to  be  given  in  whole  or  in  part  accord- 
ing to  the  requirements  of  the  industry  applying  for  the  gift,  and  financial 
aid  may  be  extended  if  required.  Of  course  parties  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  offer  will  be  expected  to  satisfy  the  board  that  the  industry  in  which  they 
are  interested  has  fair  prospects  of  being  permanent  and  prosperous.  An- 
other important  industrial  advantage  is  that  water  power  may  be  had  here. 
The  town  has  one  public  school  and  two  churches— Methodist  Episcopal  and 
Presbyterian.  Summer  boarders  and  transient  guests  are  received  at  two 
hotels,  and  also  by  private  families.  Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  organ- 
ization of  a  volunteer  fire  department.  An  ample  supply  of  the  purest  water 
is  obtained  from  driven  and  artesian  wells. 

The  soil  of  the  surrounding  country  is  partly  good,  and  partly  fair,  and 
there  are  many  fine  farms,  apple  and  peach  orchards  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
town.  Two  of  these  farms  carry  on  dairying  entirely.  In  the  immediate 
neighborhood  there  is  a  large  deposit  of  concrete  sand,  of  which  from  five 
to  six  car  loads  are  shipped  per  day.

Summit  occupies  an  elevated  position  at  the  junction  of  the  Watchung 
Mountains  with  the  northern  part  of  Union  county.  The  location  is  ex- 
ceptionally healthful  because  of  its  high  elevation  and  pure  mountain  air. 
It  is  therefore  a  favorite  residence  place  populated  to  a  large  extent  by  well- 
to-do  people,  many  of  whom  are  engaged  in  business  in  the  large  cities. 

The  city  has  a  trunk  sewer  to  Newark  Bay,  and  an  ample  water  supply 
distributed  to  all  parts  in  mains.  Finely  paved  and  shaded  streets,  gas  and 
electric  lighting,  excellent  public  and  private  schools,  churches  represent- 
ing the  principal  religious  denominations,  two  weekly  newspapers,  and  a 
well  organized  volunteer  fire  department,  consisting  of  one  chemical  engine 
company,  one  hook  and  ladder  company,  and  two  hose  companies,  are  some 
of  the  community  advantages  offered  there.  Railroad  service — steam  and 
electric — are  of  the  very  best ;  trains  to  and  from  New  York  are  very  fre- 
quent, and  the  trip  is  made  in  less  than  forty-five  minutes.  The  Morris 
County  Traction  Company's  line  connects  Summit,  Milburn  and  Elizabeth. 

Summit  has  three  public  schools,  which  cover  all  the  grades  from  primary 
to  and  including  high  school,  and  in  addition  to  these  there  are  five  private 
schools   of  various   kinds.     There   are   nine   churches — Baptist,  Catholic, 
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Christian  Science,  Episcopal,  Lutheran,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  Sweden- 
borgian  and  Unitarian.

Sussex  is  situated  in  a  picturesque  mountain  region,  the  climate  of  which 
is  absolutely  free  from  malaria,  healthful  in  every  respect  and  invigorating  to 
a  high  degree.  Three  creeks  or  small  rivers— the  Wallkill,  Papakating  and 
Clove— meet  at  Sussex  after  traversing  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys  that 
extend  outward  for  several  miles  from  the  town,  skirted  on  all  sides  by  the 
foot  hills  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains.  The  environment  of  the  town  is 
ideally  beautiful,  and  these  natural  advantages,  supplemented  by  the  civic  pride 
and  enterprise  of  its  people,  have  made  Sussex  one  of  the  most  attractive 
municipalities  in  the  State. 

Sussex  has  an  excellent  sewer  system  and  a  publicly  owned  water  works 
on  the  gravity  plan,  which  brings  the  water  from  mountain  lakes  under  a 
pressure  of  200  pounds.  For  fire  protection  there  are  numerous  street 
hydrants,  and  two  volunteer  companies  provided  with  hook  and  ladder 
truck  and  hose  carriage.  There  are  two  public  schools  which  cover  all 
grades  from  primary  to  high  school;  two  weekly  and  one  monthly  paper, 
and  four  churches— Baptist,  Catholic,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian.  Most  of 
the  well  known  fraternal  orders  have  representatives  lodges  in  the  town, 
among  them  being  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Foresters,  Royal  Arcanum,  Patrons 
of  Husbandry  and  American  Mechanics. 

Public  sentiment  is  warmly  interested  in  manufacturing  enterprise,  and 
legitimate  industries  of  any  kind  would  be  welcomed.

Land  for 
factory  building  sites  is  abundant  and  the  terms  on  which  it  may  be  obtained

(HOPEWELL  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Belvidere  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  station  in  the 
village.     Population,  230:     Banking  town,  Lambertville.     A  money  order 
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post  office;  telephone,  but  no  telegraph  connections.  Express  service,  Adams 
Company.    Value  of  taxable  property,  $62,000.    Tax  rate,  $1.18. 

Titusville  occupies  an  exceedingly  picturesque  location  on  the  Delaware 
River,  several  miles  above  the  head  of  navigation.  There  are  in  the  neigh- 
borhood promising  possibilities  of  water  power  development  for  a  compara- 
tively small  outlay  of  money.  The  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal,  which  passes 
through  the  village,  adds  materially  to  the  transportation  facilities  which 
it  enjoys.  The  water  supply  is  derived  from  wells  and  cisterns;  there  is  no 
organized  fire  protection.  The  village  has  one  public  school  and  two  churches 
—Methodist  and  Presbyterian.  Of  fraternal  associations  there  are  lodges 
of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  and  American  Mechanics.  No  particular  interest 
seems  to  be  taken  in  the  subject  of  enlarging  the  manufacturing  interests 
of  the  place,  although  the  industrial  advantages  of  the  location  are  well 
worthy  of  consideration.  The  soil  of  the  back  country  ranges  from  good 
to  fair,  and  very  fine  crops  of  grains,  potatoes,  apples  and  pears  are  grown. 
There  is  an  excellent  opening  here  for  a  vegetable  cannery.  The  only  in- 
dustry at  present  in  operation  is  a  rubber  reclaiming  plant  of  the  Raymond 
Rubber  Company,  in  which  25  men  are  employed.

Toms  River  (I  7),  Ocean  County. 

( DOVER  TOWNSHIP.) 

On  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 
Stations  one-quarter  mile  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  respectively  from  the 
post  office.  Population,  2,500.  A  banking  town,  one  bank.  Money  order  post 
office,  telegraph  and  telephone  connections.  Express  service,  Adams  and 
United  States  Companies.  Value  of  taxable  property  (Toms  River,  exclusive 
of  other  parts  of  the  township),  $1,200,000.   Tax  rate,  $1.83. 

Toms  River  is  one  of  the  most  quaint  and  interesting  old  towns  in  New 
Jersey ;  its  existence  dates  back  to  colonial  times,  and  in  the  original  struggle 
for  freedom,  which  culminated  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  her  sons  bore 
an  honorable  part,  as  their  descendents  did  also  during  the  trying  times  of 
the  Civil  War.  The  town  is  situated  on  Toms  River,  about  four  miles  from 
Barnegat  Bay,  and  has  long  been  a  favorite  summer  resort  for  those  who  en- 
joy the  unexcelled  opportunities  afforded  by  its  waters  for  boating  and  fishing. 
The  town  has  an  inexhaustible  water  supply  distributed  through  five  miles 
of  mains  under  pressure  imparted  by  an  elevation  of  the  storage  tank  of 
eighty  feet  over  level.  The  official  analysis  of  the  water  states  that  it  is 
"pure  and  good  for  all  purposes."  Fire  protection  of  the  most  efficient 
character  is  provided  by  43  water  plugs,  and  a  volunteer  force  provided  with 
one  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  two  hose  carriages.  The  Toms  River  and 
Island  Heights  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  supplies  both  Toms 
River,  Island  Heights  and  the  intervening  district  of  three  and  one-half 
miles  with  domestic,  mercantile  and  street  lights.  In  Toms  River  streets 
there  are  140  twenty-five  candle  power  lights  and  two  arc  lights.  The  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  town  are  very  thorough  and  include  the  primary,  inter- 
mediate, grammar  and  high  school  grades.  The  churches— five  in  number— 
28 
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represent  the  following  denominations:  Baptist,  Catholic.  Methodist,  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  and  Presbyterian.  The  fraternal  orders  are  represented  by 
lodges  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Red  Men,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
American  Mechanics  and  several  others.  There  is  one  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciation with  assets  amounting  to  $243,344-  Anything  tending  to  industrial 
expansion  would  be  looked  upon  with  favor  by  the  people,  and  almost  any 
respectable  form  of  industry  employing  young  men  would  be  welcomed;  it 
is  doubtful  as  to  there  being  any  considerable  number  of  young  women  in  the 
town  who  would  accept  factory  employment.  The  number  of  men  available 
for  such  work  is  reported  as  being  100.  The  North  Branch  of  Toms  River 
has  immense  facilities  for  water  power  which  needs  only  the  application 
of  capital  for  development. 

Toms  River  is  not,  and  never  has  been  a  factory  town ;  its  people,  though 
not  rich,  are  largely  "well  to  do,"which  probably  accounts  for  the  absence 
of  manufacturing  industries.  There  is,  however,  no  prejudice  against  such 
enterprises,  and  one  of  the  right  kind  settling  there  would,  as  before  stated, 
be  cordially  received  and  encouraged  in  every  reasonable  way. 

There  is  but  little  farming  done  in  the  vicinity  of  Toms  River,  outside  of 
raising  garden  truck  and  fruits.  Much  more  might  be  done  in  this  respect 
if  there  was  a  good  convenient  market  for  the  products.  The  land  is  for 
the  most  part  held  in  small  farms  of  from  five  to  twenty  acres,  upon  which 
the  owners  produce  enough  for  the  family  living,  and  also  some  '"truck"  and 
small  fruits  for  the  town  markets. 

There  are  practically  no  foreign  immigrants  or  colored  people  in  the  town. 
The  only  industries  in  the  place  are  one  small  manufactory  of  "talco  powder," 
employing  five  men.  and  three  boat  building  plants,  owned  respectively  •  by 
Albert  Dorsett.  Faunce  Bros.,  and  William  P.  Kirk.  For  further  particulars, 
address  Abm.

Towaco  (H  3),  Morris  County. 

(montville  township.) 

On  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  and  Western  Railroad,  station  in  the  village. 
Population.  230.  Banking  town,  Boonton.  A  money  order  post  office;  tele- 
phone, but  no  telegraph  connection.  Express  service,  United  States  Com- 
pany.   Tax  rate,  $1.18. 

This  village  and  its  immediately  surrounding  territory  is  one  of  the  most 
attractive  locations  in  the  State  for  residential  purposes.  Delightful  scenery, 
invigorating  climate,  pure  water,  and  an  elevation  commanding  an  extensive 
view  of  mountain  peaks,  valleys,  streams,  and  well  kept  farms.  Only  twenty- 
five  miles  from  New  York  City,  good  train  service  and  low  commutation 
rates.    The  village  is  near  the  Morris  Canal. 

There  are  two  public  schools,  and  one  church— Methodist.

Town  of  Union  is  one  of  the  most  flourishing  municipalities  of  its  class  in 
the  State.  It  has,  in  addition  to  its  banks,  two  prosperous  building  and  loan 
societies  with  a  membership  of  745,  and  assets  amounting  to  more  than 
$400,000.  Two  daily  and  one  weekly  newspapers  are  published,  and  there 
are  six  schools— three  public,  covering  all  grades  from  high  school  to  primary, 
two  parochial  schools,  and  one  strictly  private  school.  Of  places  of  worship 
there  are  one  Jewish  Synagogue,  and  five  churches— Baptist,  Catholic, 
Episcopal,  Lutheran  and  Methodist.  The  fraternal  orders  are:  Masons, 
Odd  Fellows,  Royal  Arcanum,  Foresters  and  American  Mechanics.  Town 
of  Union  has  one  of  the  best  equipped  volunteer  fire  departments  in  the 
State.

The  railroad  service  enjoyed  here  is  first  class  in  every  respect;  freight 
can  be  shipped  to  or  received  from  any  part  of  the  country  by  rail,  and 
access  to  New  York  City  is  easy  and  inexpensive.

A  money  order  post  office,  tele- 
phone, but  no  telegraph  connections.  Express  service,  Wells-Fargo  Com- 
pany.   Value  of  taxable  property,  $50,000.    Tax  rate,  $1.08. 

This  village  is  situated  in  a  beautiful  valley  surrounded  by  a  range  of 
high  hills.  A  large  and  ever  running  stream,  from  which  a  water  power  of 
75  horse  capacity  has  been  developed,  flows  through  the  valley,  and  on  all 
sides  are  large  deposits  of  fine  granite  rock.  The  railroad  company  will  lay 
down  spurs  connecting  these  properties  with  its  tracks  in  the  event  of 
quarries  being  opened.

Trenton,  the  capital  city  of  New  Jersey,  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  River 
at  the  head  of  navigation,  thirty-three  miles  from  Philadelphia,  and  fifty-nine 
miles  from  New  York.  Fine  steel  and  stone  bridges  connect  the  city  with 
Morrisville  and  the  fertile  farm  lands  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the  Dela- 
ware. The  river  front  of  the  city  forms  an  apex  which  affords  an  extensive 
water  front  consisting  largely  of  picturesque  rapids. 

Trenton  has  an  excellent  sewer  system;  an  abundant  supply  of  water,

territory  covered  by  the  system  of  the  Public  Service  Corporation  of  New 
Jersey;  local  and  long  distance  telephone  and  telegraph  offices  of  all  com- 
panies; 150  miles  of  streets,  35  of  which  are  paved;  residences  suited  to  the 
means  of  people  of  all  conditions;  three  daily,  one  semi-weekly,  and  five 
weekly  newspapers ;  three  prosperous  building  and  loan  societies ;  a  fine  public 
library  building  containing  42,000  volumes  of  the  world's  best  literature,  in- 
cluding many  volumes  on  technical  and  scientific  subjects. 

Trenton  has  75  churches,  which  number  embraces  every  form  of  religious 
worship.  The  public  educational  system  includes  44  schools  covering  the 
entire  range  of  instruction  from  kindergarten  to  high  school,  besides  which 
there  are' the  State  Normal  and  Model  schools  with  over  1,200  students- 
youths  of  both  sexes  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  In  addition  to  these  are 
seven  parochial  schools,  three  business  colleges,  and  many  private  institu- 
tions of  learning. 

An  active  and  energetic  organization  of  leading  citizens  known  as  the 
"Chamber  of  Commerce"  exercises  an  intelligent  and  public  spirited  over- 
sight of  all  matters  relating  to  the  commercial  and  industrial  interests  of  the 
city.  The  work  of  this  body  is  contributing  in  no  small  degree  toward  the 
development  of  civic  pride  among  the  people,  and  building  up  the  reputation 
of  the  city  as  an  industrial  center.  The  building  loan  societies,  of  which 
there  are  several,  are  in  their  way  very  powerful  agencies  of  progress;  they 
are  the  means  of  promoting  thrift  among  all  classes  of  people,  and  through 
their  assistance  ambitious  families  with  moderate  incomes  are  enabled  to  be- 
come owners  of  their  homes. 
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Trenton  is  a  manufacturing  city  of  the  first  rank,  with  a  high  standing  in 
several  industries ;  but  in  one — the  manufacture  of  pottery  ware — its  posi- 
tion is  pre-eminent.  There  are  44  pottery  plants  in  the  city,  among  them 
some  of  the  largest  in  the  country.  All  kinds  and  classes  of  ware  from  the 
commonest  white  crockery  to  the  finest  decorated  porcelain  and  china  goods 
are  made  in  these  plants.  There  are  also  many  brick  and  tile  manufactories 
engaged  in  the  production  of  goods  of  the  highest  grades. 

Large  iron  and  steel  works,  rubber  mills,  woolen  mills,  machine  shops, 
foundries,  oilcloth  and  linoleum  factories,  with  hundreds  of  other  lines  of 
manufacture  are  represented  here  by  establishments  employing  hundreds  and 
in  some  instances  thousands  of  skilled  workmen.  The  great  iron  works 
and  wire  mills  of  the  John  A.  Roeblings  Sons  Company,  builders  of  the 
first  bridge  across  the  East  River  connecting  New  York  and  Brooklyn  and 
the  Niagara  suspension  bridge,  have  from  the  inception  of  the  industry  been 
located  in  this  city.  Another  great  plant — probably  the  largest  of  its  kind  in 
the  country — is  the  J.  L.  Mott  Iron  Works.  This  great  corporation  selected 
Trenton  over  all  other  competing  locations  when  the  decision  was  reached 
to  move  its  works  from  the  site  it  had  occupied  at  Mott  Haven,  New  York, 
for  more  than  half  a  century. 

Trenton  enjoys  a  deservedly  high  reputation  for  liberality  in  dealing  with 
industries  seeking  a  location  in  the  city.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  carries 
out  this  policy  in  an  enlightened  and  liberal  spirit.  Factory  sites  of  any  size, 
in  choice  positions,  with  every  possible  advantage  derivable  from  proximity 
to  the  railroads,  may  be  secured  through  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  at 
prices  that  are  merely  nominal  considering  the  value  of  the  land.  In  the 
case  of  large  and  particularly  desirable  industries,  financial  aid  will  be 
given  if  desired,  in  the  form  of  subscriptions  to  capital. 

The  transportation  facilities  of  Trenton  are  not  surpassed  elsewhere  in  the 
country.  In  addition  to  the  railroads  there  is  the  Delaware  and  Raritan 
Canal,  which  passes  east  and  west  through  the  center  of  the  city,  with  barges 
and  steamers  carrying  immense  quantities  of  freights  between  the  factories 
lining  its  banks  and  the  great  commercial  cities  of  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia. 

Rents,  taxes  and  living  expenses  are  very  moderate  in  Trenton,  everything 
relating  to  public  affairs  being  conducted  economically. 

The  labor  force  of  Trenton  includes  skilled  workmen  in  almost  every  line 
of  industry ;  labor  disturbances  are  of  rare  occurrence,  and  the  workmen  as 
a  class  are  sober  and  industrious.  A  water  power  reported  by  competent 
authority  to  be  of  50,000  horse  capacity  exists  here.  One  idle  factory  build- 
ing four  stories  high  and  85x250  ground  dimensions  is  now  idle  and  available 
for  manufacturing  purposes.

Other  features  are:  paved 
streets,  two  daily  and  two  weekly  newspapers,  excellent  schools,  numerous 
churches,  police  and  fire  protection  of  a  very  efficient  description,  good 
stores,  and  trolley  roads  to  all  nearby  places.  The  railroad  service  is  first 
class  in  every  respect,  and  the  labor  supply,  which  is  of  a  particularly  intel- 
ligent character,  is  equal  to  all  requirements.

In  still  other  cases  assistance 
took  the  form  of  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  enterprises  under  con- 
sideration. In  all  such  experiences  the  board  reasoned  from  the  conviction 
that  only  through  diversified  industries  could  a  condition  of  uniform  pros- 
perity be  maintained,  and  the  business  interests  of  the  community  be  pro- 
tected against  dependence  on  the  continuing  success  of  one  or  two  lines  of 
production.  This  liberal  and  far-seeing  policy  has  produced  the  desired  re- 
sults, so  that  now  a  dull  season  in  any  one  or  two  industries  is  not  followed 
by  general  stagnation  of  business.  The  same  course  will  be  pursued  in  the 
future;  land  will  be  given  in  some  cases  free  of  cost,  in  others  at  greatly 
reduced  prices — dependent  on  location — to  any  approved  industry  locating 
in  the  town,  and  if  desired,  funds  will  be  advanced  for  erecting  factory 
buildings  on  mortgage  bearing  a  low  rate  of  interest.  Industries  employing 
men  are  particularly  wanted. 
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Vineland  has  seven  public  and  one  private  school.  The  churches — 
fifteen  in  number — are  respresentative  of  all  Christian  denominations,  besides 
which  there  is  one  Jewish  synagogue.  Flourishing  lodges  of  practically  all 
the  established  fraternal  orders,  are  found  here. 

The  farm  land  surrounding  Vineland  is  largely  given  to  the  cultivation  of 
sweet  potatoes,  grapes  and  other  small  fruits.

A  large 
mill  pond  nearby  can,  at  comparatively  small  cost,  be  converted  into  an 
important  water  power ;  there  is  no  scarcity  of  labor  either  male  or  female.

Surrounded  by  immense  clay  deposits,  the  growth 
of  the  town  from  its  first  settlement  up  to  the  present  time  has  kept  pace 
with  the  steadily  maintained  expansion  of  the  various  forms  of  clay  pro- 
duct industries  in  which  it  originated. 

Woodbridge  is  situated  on  a  large  creek  bearing  the  same  name,  only 
a  short  distance  from  Staten  Island  Sound.  The  sound  and  creek  are
